
T ragedy 
as boy, 12, 
drowns in 
rope swing 
river fall

A 12-year-old boy playing on 
a rope swing over the River 
Medway has died after he fell in 
and drowned. 

Alex Chappell had been play¬ 
ing near The Stampers in Tovil 
on Monday - the first day of the 
half-term holiday - when trag¬ 
edy struck. 

Police say he fell in at 
around 2.30pm. The Astor of 
Hever School pupil was unable 
to swim. 

A passer-by dived into the 
river to try and rescue the boy, 
but he was unable to locate 
him in the deep water. 

Emergency services were 
called, including police offic¬ 
ers and two water safety unit 


boat teams from Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service (KFRS). They 
were supported by a police heli¬ 
copter. 

After a frantic search, the 
boy’s body was eventually 
pulled from the water by KFRS 
crews at 4.15pm. Paramedics 
were unable to revive him. 

Rushed to Maidstone Hos¬ 
pital by ambulance, further 
resuscitation attempts failed. 
He was confirmed dead at 
5.28pm. 

Executive head teacher of 
the Astor of Hever School, Va¬ 
nessa Everett, said: “We are all 
deeply saddened at the news 
of Alex’s death. He was a very 
popular and lively boy who will 
be greatly missed by all. Our 
thoughts and prayers are with 
his parents and family. ”

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New wave of pylons a 
blight on our landscape

HUGE swathes of countryside could be 
dominated by towering electricity py¬ 
lons if the Government pushes ahead 
with a controversial relaxation of plan¬ 
ning rules. 

Green campaigners fear large parts of 
Kent - including Areas of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty (AONB) - could be de¬ 
stroyed if electricity companies take ad¬ 
vantage of the move and hack through 
areas such as the Downs and the Weald 
with new developments. 

It follows an announcement by the 
Government setting out proposals that 
could see The Holford Rules, criteria 
drawn up in 19 5 9 aiming to protect land 
from pylon development, overruled. 

If the proposals go ahead, planning in¬ 
spectors will only have to “bear the rules 
in mind” as they examine applications 
for overhead electricity lines. 

The National Grid, which is responsi¬ 
ble for offering new connections to net¬ 
work operators that want to generate 
electricity or need a high voltage supply, 
said there were no current overhead 
schemes in Kent, but would not com¬ 
ment on future plans. 

Chairman of Protect Kent, the coun¬ 
ty’s branch of the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England, Richard Knox-Johnston 
said there were two major power lines 
planned; one running from Rowden 
near Croydon through west Kent to 
Lydd in Shepway in 2017-18, and the 
other from Canterbury to Richborough 
in 2019-20. 

“We’ve been in touch with the Na-

tional Grid, but they’re not being clear 
about what the plans are,” he said. 

“These pylons are 150ft high and it is 
likely they will be placed in AONBs and 
across beautiful countryside. They will 
cover a huge part of Kent and blight the 
landscape.” 

“The Localism Bill is going through 
Parliament which appears to give lo¬ 
cal people more say about what goes on 
where they live, but this conflicts that.” 

Protect Kent believes the cables should 
be laid underground, something the 
National Grid claims will cost £22 mil¬ 
lion per kilometre instead of the equiva¬ 
lent overhead lines of £1.8m per kilo¬ 
metre. But Mr Johnston said research 
carried out by Protect Kent found the 


true cost of underground cables was 
£3.5m per kilometre. 

He added: “We shall be forming a 
campaign group to stop these pylons.” 

The idea of underground cables 
was supported by Professor Sir Rob¬ 
ert Worcester, Maidstone resident and 
founder of research company MORI, in 
a 1997 report Wires Underground for 
the Millennium. 

In the paper he said the former Mil¬ 
lennium Commission, which invested 
£2 billion of Lottery money across the 
UK, should spend funds on burying ca¬ 
bles underground. 

“Every electric wire, every telephone 
wire, every guy wire and stay that 
blights nearly every view, obscures 
sights of (otherwise) scenic beauty, 
every (nearly) picturesque village, and 
stately home,” he said. “We put up with 
wires strung along motorways and 
highways, in towns and villages, run¬ 
ning into almost every home. 

“And it isn’t necessary, as has been 
shown by several villages such as the 
Sussex village of Westmeston, helped 
by their electricity company and BT and 
homeowners who have taken the initia¬ 
tive to act on their own. ” 

He stated that should cables be bur¬ 
ied underground this generation would 
be remembered for their gift to the next 
millennium for years to come. 

“For once the wires were under¬ 
ground, who would ever think of putting 
them overhead again?” 

But the National Grid argued that un¬ 
derground cables would be too costly. 

He said overhead lines were also 
much quicker to repair.

‘Survival of fittest’ fears for schools 


EDUCATION experts have warned that 
a Government plan paving the way 
for easy expansion of oversubscribed 
schools could spell the demise of less- 
popular schools. 

It follows an announcement by edu¬ 
cation secretary Michael Gove of a po¬ 
tential change in admission require¬ 
ments. Currently, schools must seek 
permission from local authorities if they 
want to expand by more than 2 7 pupils 
a year. 

Mr Gove said the move would put 
pressure on underperforming schools 
to raise standards, while good schools 
were able to grow. 

The proposed changes could see in¬ 
tense pressure eased off many sought- 
after schools in the county where hun¬ 
dreds of pupils were turned away from 
their first-choice secondary. 

The pressure is most acute at Kent’s 
grammar schools. 

Information from Kent Independent 
Education Advice showed demand for 
placements at the Leigh Technology 
Academy in Dartford was highest, with 
199 first-choice applicants turned away. 


Next most popular was Tonbridge Gram¬ 
mar, Westlands in Sittingbourne, and 
then Dartford Grammar School. 

Although potential changes could see 
an end to admissions pressure, there are 
fears that underachieving or less popu¬ 
lar schools could end up closing due to 
lack of finances where funding is allo¬ 
cated based on pupil numbers. 

Kent County Council cabinet member 
for education, learning and skills, Cllr 
Sarah Hohler, questioned the results of 
such a change. 

“I have read the articles that sug¬ 
gest it could be made easier for popular 
schools to expand, as part of the revised 
code,” she said. “While that sounds like 
an obvious solution to the problem of 
oversubscribed schools, it inevitably 
has an impact on that school and on 
neighbouring ones. 

“Does the popular school have the 
physical capacity to expand? Will the 
‘less popular’ school down the road suf¬ 
fer as a result? Those and many other 
questions will have to be answered. 

“The role of local authorities is chang¬ 
ing to one where we are the champions 


for pupils and parents.” 

Gravesend-based independent educa¬ 
tion advisor Peter Read also warned of 
the potential impacts. 

“Mr Gove appears happy to see this 
survival of the fittest model apply in 
education, no matter that there will be 
many children in shrinking schools, 
whose lives will be blighted by the ac¬ 
tions of others,” he said. 

“His solution for such schools is either 
to close them and reopen them as acad¬ 
emies, or else see them transfer to other 
local successful and expanding schools. 

“Sadly, there are plenty of examples 
to show that this idea will not work. ” 

He said eight old-style academies had 
more than a third of September’s Year 
Seven spaces empty. 

“Indeed two old-style academies with 
plush multi-million pound premises 
rising are more than half empty -Skin¬ 
ners Kent Academy in Tunbridge Wells 
and New Line Learning in Maidstone,” 
he said. “KCC has argued that if schools 
fail to attract numbers they are indeed 
failing, so what is to happen to these 
two schools?” 



































WOODLAND PROTEST 


Eric gets in a 
pickle after 
campaigners 
crash email

PROTESTORS trying to prevent an 
area of ancient woodland from being 
turned into a quarry have sent more 
than 4,500 emails to secretary of 
state Eric Pickles in a bid to reverse the 
decision. 

So many emails flooded into his in¬ 
box it became full and many bounced 
back. 

Those campaigning want Mr Pickles 
to call-in the planning application for 
Hermitage Quarry in Maidstone to ex¬ 
pand into Oaken Wood. 

Christina Byrne, of the Woodland 
Trust which organised the campaign, 
said: “The fact we filled his inbox 
shows how much opposition there is to 
the plans.” 

Kent County Council gave Gallagher 
Aggregates Ltd planning permission to 
expand Hermitage Quarry last month. 

The application will see the ragstone 
quarry expand by 33 hectares into 
the ancient Oaken Wood in 15 stages, 
clearing a total of 14 per cent of the 


chestnut coppice woodland. 

Despite this approval, the decision 
has to be signed-off by Mr Pickles be¬ 
cause the site is not currently included in 
KCC’s local plan for mineral extrac¬ 
tion. 

The email barrage is the latest stage 
of the campaign, which has already 
seen the Woodland Trust and Maid¬ 
stone Borough councillor Tony Har¬ 
wood send letters to the minister. 

These point out two government 
policies that the plans appear to break. 

The first is that ancient woodland is 
a valuable biodiversity resource and 
once it is lost, it cannot be recreated. 
The second relates to a mineral plan¬ 
ning policy which states that no min¬ 
eral proposals are permitted if they 
damage ancient woodland, unless the 
benefits of the development outweigh 
the loss of the woodland. 

The Woodland Trust have said that 
ragstone is a common deposit across 
Kent, with alternative sites available, 
and that there is not enough demand 
for the stone to warrant the extension. 

The development will not only im¬

pact directly on the 32 hectares of land 
which will be lost to the development, 
the Kent Wildlife Trust also fear that a 
variety of species will suffer as the con¬ 
nectivity of the wider area is lost. 

Nobody from Mr Pickles’ office was 
available for comment.

Highways chief admits to vast shortfall 
in funding needed to fix county’s roads

COUNTY Hall’s highways member 
has admitted there is a huge gap in 
the funding needed to bring Kent’s 
“knackered” roads up to standard. 

Cabinet member for environment, 
highways and waste, Cllr Bryan 
Sweetland, said the difference be¬ 
tween available funding and the esti¬ 
mated £350 million needed to bring 
the 5,000-mile network up to a good 
condition was vast, but stressed the 
authority was doing all it could to stay 
on top of maintenance and repairs. 

Many of the problems were caused 
by freezing winter weather which left 
Kent with cracked, potholed roads. 

“We’re making sure essential work is 
carried out, but we’re looking at roads 
overall and how we can make sure con¬ 
ditions don’t get worse,” he said. 

“Kent County Council received an 
additional grant of £6.5m - the way 
we are spending that is £2.5m on pot¬ 
hole repairs and £4m on roads over¬ 
all, not just damage repair.” 

His comments followed the release of 


figures by Kent’s Labour Party which 
showed that, based on KCC estimates, 
the latest amount needed to tackle the 
backlog of work was £43 Om. 

Following the squeeze in spending, 
KCC’s highways budget for 2011-12 
fell by £10m to £68m. 

According to KCC, some £2 50m is 
required this financial year alone to 
bring roads up to standard. 

Cllr Sweetland said: “There is a 


huge gap between a £6.5m grant and 
the amount needed,” he said. “But, 
not wishing to get political, the roads 
haven’t just got knackered since the 
Coalition was formed. ” 

Cllr Sweetland said a new contrac¬ 
tor was taking over from the current 
company, Ringways, in September 
which would see monthly road main¬ 
tenance targets introduced. 

“We’ve had the same contractor for 


the last five years but a new company 
is taking over in September following 
a tendering process,” he said. 

“The difference in this contract is 
we’re looking at it from a business 
point of view. We will set performance 
criteria. The company will have to 
meet monthly performance targets. 

“It will work on the basis that if they 
don’t perform, they don’t get paid.” 

But Kent’s Labour Party warned 
the state of the roads would only get 
worse unless a radical funding model 
is introduced. 

Labour’s shadow transport minis¬ 
ter, John Woodcock, accused Govern¬ 
ment of having no serious long term 
plan to get roads back into shape. 

“These new figures reveal the wors¬ 
ening state of roads in Kent as a result 
of the Government’s cuts,” he said. 

“Motorists and cyclists are already 
furious that ministers have pretended 
to give councils extra money to repair 
potholes when all they’ve done is re¬ 
place a fraction of the money they’d 
axed from road maintenance budgets. 

“Instead of continually patching up 
knackered roads with a bucket of tar 


we need a proper strategic plan which 
could save a fortune in the long term. 

“What is needed is a radical look at 
new funding models, councils work¬ 
ing together and better engagement 
with the private sector to tackle this.” 

In a report this week the Audit 
Commission warned KCC not to spend 
money on the worst roads but to fix 
roads before they fall into disrepair. 

Cllr Sweetland said the shortage of 
funding for highways could be tackled 
by changes in laws for foreign lorries 
where each year the UK sees some 
£4 75m of lost revenue. 

“The lorries are fitted with belly 
tanks so they fill up in Luxembourg 
with 1,000 litres of fuel, then come 
here but don’t fill up in the UK,” he 
said. “Kent bears the brunt because of 
the lorries coming through our ports. 

“I would call on Government to see 
belly tanks outlawed in the UK. With 
money saved we can bring roads up to 
standard and come up with creative 
solutions to tackle problems such as 
Operation Stack. ”

Grammar school free travel 
reprieve for poorer families

EDUCATION chiefs have made changes 
to plans to scrap free school transport 
for faith and grammar pupils to con¬ 
tinue to allow poorer families to benefit 
from subsidised travel. 

Current proposals by Kent County 
Council look to axe free home-to-school 
transport from September, 2012, for 
children attending selective or denomi¬ 
national schools further away than 
their nearest appropriate school. 

But cabinet member for education, 
learning and skills Cllr Sarah Hohler 
told KoS the authority was now look¬ 
ing to change the details and keep the 
free travel for low-income families and 
pupils who get free school meals. 

“We want to encourage disadvan¬ 
taged pupils to go to grammar schools,” 
she said. “A decision on the plans will be 
made before July and it is likely that this 
will be agreed.” 

KCC said it had a legal duty to provide 
free home-to-school travel - costing 
£14 million a year and worth more 
than £450 for each child - when the 
nearest, appropriate school was more

than two miles away for children under 
eight and three miles for older children. 

But in many cases parents opt for 
grammar or church schools that are 
not their nearest and the authority, de¬ 
spite not being legally obliged, has paid 
for the travel. 

Due to financial pressures, the au¬ 
thority proposed to stop providing sup¬ 
port for such pupils starting school 
on September 1, 2012, although this 
would not affect those already receiving 
the free travel. 

Low-income families were included in 


the proposals, but Cllr Hohler said plans 
are now being changed to ensure that 
poorer parents who wish to send their 
children to grammar or faith schools 
which are not their nearest school 
would receive free travel. 

Cllr Hohler said pupils who do not 
qualify for the free travel should con¬ 
sider the Freedom Bus Pass. 

The scheme, which was introduced 
in 2008, gives 11 to 16-year-olds cheap 
travel to and from school as well as out¬ 
side hours and weekends. More than 
26,000 pupils use the pass. 

But the £50 annual cost was doubled- 
to £100 in February, sparking fierce op¬ 
position from parents. 

Children receiving free school meals, 
however, continue to pay £50 while 
looked-after-children and young carers 
get the pass for free. 

An online petition was launched by 
angry parents who said it was unfair to 
put up the price by so much. But with 
5,633 signatures, the petition fell short 
of the 12,000 needed to force a debate. 

Cllr Hohler said: “The cost works out 
as 47p a day to travel anywhere they 
want to go in Kent - this is not a large 
amount of money. ”

THE SEARCH is on for Kent’s 
most inspirational people to 
carry the Olympic torch through 
the county’s streets when it ar¬ 
rives in the UK in 2012. 

Olympic organisers are 
urging residents to nominate 
people who have made a differ¬ 
ence to the lives of others in the 
2012 Moment to Shine public 
nomination campaign.

Lib Dem bigwig 
vows to rebuild 
party’s support

THE deputy leader of the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats has moved to reassure Kent’s dis¬ 
heartened members that their party is 
“down but not out”. 

Simon Hughes admitted to KoS that 
public anger over university tuition fees 
had contributed to a collapse of the vote at 
this month’s local elections, and that he 
understood why so many Lib Dem sup¬ 
porters had become resentful recently. 

However, Nick Clegg’s right-hand 
man has promised better times are 
ahead and he called on party members 
to pull together and win back support. 

Mr Hughes said: “We did not have 
good results in Kent and I’m sure the 
tuition fees issue didn’t help. We need to 
own up to that because we didn’t han¬ 
dle things very well at the time and now 
we’ve paid the price. 

“I want to say thanks to all those 


councillors who lost their seats because 
we have a very good tradition of cam¬ 
paigning councillors in Kent, and al¬ 
though we’ve been knocked down, 
we’re not out. 

“It’s time to rebuild because we know 
we should do better in this part of the 
country, there’s no reason why we can’t 
be big players across the county again. 

“You have to carry the can much 
more when you’re in government than 
when you’re in opposition, but we’re 
starting to plan a return match so we 
can win back support at the expense of 
both Labour and the Conservatives.” 

Mr Hughes made headlines last De¬ 
cember when, along with seven other 
Lib Dem MPs, he abstained during a 
crucial vote on Government proposals 
to raise university tuition fees to a maxi¬ 
mum of £9,000. 

The vote was particularly controversial 
for the party as every one of its MPs had 
previously signed an NUS pledge promis¬ 


ing to vote against the increases. 

Ironically Mr Hughes is now the Gov¬ 
ernment’s ‘advocate for access to educa¬ 
tion’, and was this week visiting MidKent 
College in Gillingham to explain to young 
people how tuition fees will work. 

He said: “It’s not something I support 
or voted for, and I’m very open about 
that. That’s why I hope I can explain 
the new system more credibly.” 

Last month the University of Kent an¬ 
nounced it was planning to increase 
tuition fees to the maximum £9,000, 
claiming it was so it could continue to 
deliver “high-quality teaching and first- 
rate facilities”. 

But Mr Hughes told KoS the price- 
hike was not a foregone conclusion. 

“Let’s see if they get it approved,” he 
said. “They will only be allowed to in¬ 
crease their fees to that level if they 
show they have policies to reach out to 
kids from less-advantaged backgrounds. 
If they do then it will be a good thing.”

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SCHOOL LIBRARY SERVICES 
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Library cuts deny children 
best life start, says author

A WARD-winning children’s 
author Philip Ardagh has 
joined a growing number of 
writers to have condemned 
cuts to school library services. 

Mr Ardagh, 49, from Tun¬ 
bridge Wells, has written 
more than 70 books including 
the hugely-successful Eddie 
Dickens series, and in 2005 
he collaborated with Sir Paul 
McCartney to create the former 
Beatles star’s only children’s 
novel. 

But the eccentic author has 
spoken out after research by the 
Times Educational Supplement 
(TES) revealed that services pro¬ 
viding books to up to 600,000 
pupils in England have been 
axed in the past year. 

He said: “I appreciate money 
is tight for everyone but it’s a 
false economy to make cuts 
to school libraries because it 
will have a negative effect on 


the rest of a child’s life. 

“A well-stocked library with 
a professional librarian is such 
an important service. Volun¬ 
teers and teachers do the best 
job they can but they can’t pro¬ 
vide the same kind of knowl¬ 
edge as the experts. 

“If you open the world of 
reading to children and point 
them in the right direction 
then you’re giving them a bet¬ 
ter start in life, so my heart 
sinks when I hear about such 
things being cut. 

“It makes me want to pull 
my beard, stamp my size-16 
boot on the ground and foam 
at the mouth.” 

Mr Ardagh, who was edu¬ 
cated at the King’s School in 
Canterbury, won the 2009 
Roald Dahl Funny Prize for his 
“disgusting and horrible” novel 
Grubtown Tales: Stinking Rich 
and Just Plain Stinky. 

Other authors to have spo¬ 
ken out against the cuts include 
Philip Pullman - whose book 


Northern Lights was turned 
into the 2007 film the Golden 
Compass - and former chil¬ 
dren’s laureate Michael Rosen. 

School library services not 
only provide fresh stocks of 
books to schools; they also of¬ 
fer a range of other resources 
and help organise visits from 
authors. 

But according to the TES, 
just 85 councils out of more 
than 150 with responsibility 
for schools run their own dedi¬ 
cated service. 

Kent County Council was 
one of the authorities criticised 
in for having already scrapped 
its school library provision, but 
the authority says it is simply 
providing access to books in a 
different way. 

“We now offer free loans to all 
Kent schools through our librar¬ 
ies under the new ‘school ticket’ 
system,” said Cllr Graham Gib- 
bens, cabinet member for cus¬ 
tomer and community services. 

“This was introduced last

Plea for government help to 
create turbines jobs boost

GOVERNMENT ministers have been 
warned not to waste the opportunity 
presented by plans to build a huge wind 
turbine factory at the Port of Sheerness. 

Earlier this month, Danish firm Vestas 
Wind Systems announced it had identi¬ 
fied an area at the old docks as the ideal 
place for a production centre to build 
its new supersize turbines, with the po¬ 
tential to create about 2,000 jobs and a 
huge boost to the local economy. 

Yet the deal is reliant on support from 
the Government in helping to generate 
business from wind farm companies. 

This includes assurances of dedication 
to the wind industry and that planning 
applications for offshore projects and the 
enabling supporting will be made quickly 
to increase investor confidence. 

Sittingbourne and Sheppey MP Gor¬ 
don Henderson delivered a speech on 
the subject in Parliament this week. 

He asked: “What is the Government 
doing to ensure investment like that 
proposed by Vestas comes to the UK and 
does not go to countries such as Ger¬ 
many or France, which no doubt would

welcome it with open arms? 

“Why is the Government opting for an 
electricity market reform package that 
appears to be focused on getting new 
nuclear power stations off the ground, 
rather than putting more emphasis on 
getting investment into renewables? 

“How does the Government intend to 
create a level playing field so that we in 
Sittingbourne and Sheppey can secure 
Vestas’ investment for an area of high 
deprivation located in the so-called 
wealthy South East?” 

The new V164-7.0MW turbine is 


twice as powerful as those that sit off the 
coast of Thanet, and its blade span is the 
same as the London Eye. 

Should Vestas go ahead with its plans 
to manufacture the model in Sheerness, 
it would provide a much needed-boost 
to a Kent economy still reeling from the 
news that pharmaceutical giant Pfizer 
is to leave Sandwich next year. 

Responding to Mr Henderson’s ques¬ 
tions on Tuesday, David Heath - deputy 
leader of the House of Commons - said 
the Government was “very keen” on 
assisting the investment and would do 
everything possible to make it a reality. 

He said he would pass the questions 
to the relevant minister. 

Mr Henderson told KoS afterwards 
that he was cautiously optimistic that 
Vestas would come to Kent. 

He said: “None of these things are 
ever easy and it’s going to be up to 
Swale council, Kent County Council 
and myself to lobby Government to en¬ 
sure things are happening. 

“The critical point is that the Gov¬ 
ernment needs to put in place various 
mechanisms that will give customers 
the confidence Vestas needs to go ahead 
and build these turbines.”

£2k signing on bonuses 
for new social workers

‘GOLDEN hello’ payments of 
£2,000 could be used to entice 
social workers to join Kent’s cri¬ 
sis-hit child protection team. 

The bonus is one of a range of 
incentives proposed by County 
Hall in an attempt to turn the 
struggling department around, 
with another being lump sum 
bonuses of up to £3,000 a year 
for frontline social workers 
who meet their targets. 

Last November the council 
was rated “inadequate” for its 
safeguarding and looked-af- 
ter children’s services follow¬ 
ing an Ofsted inspection, with 
staff shortages one of the areas 
flagged up for concern. 

The proposed incentives, 
which were agreed by cabinet 
members on Monday, are ex¬ 
pected to cost more than £4 
million over two years. 

Cabinet member for special¬ 
ist children’s services Cllr Jen¬ 
ny Whittle said: “We need to 
increase our numbers of home¬ 


grown and experienced social 
workers. Although we’ve got 
the vacancies down to a man¬ 
ageable level, we’re still very 
reliant on agency staff and re¬ 
cruits from overseas. 

“Home-grown talent are more 
likely to stay in Kent on the basis 
that we support them. 

“We don’t want them to 
get the experience here before 
leaving to join another author¬ 
ity that pays better money. 

“Social workers do the job 
because they have a passion for 
helping vulnerable children, 
but at the end of the day we’ve 
all got bills to pay.” 

KCC has had difficulties re¬ 
cruiting and retaining chil¬ 
dren’s social workers over the 
past two to three years, with 
vacancy levels reaching a peak 
of about 2 5 per cent at the be¬ 
ginning of 2010. 

But the council hopes to re¬ 
cruit 110 additional staff this 
year, while 248 other more 
experienced workers are to re¬ 
ceive a 2.5 per cent salary in¬ 
crease to ensure their pay stays 


ahead of newly-qualified staff. 

David Lloyd, secretary of the 
Kent branch of the Unison pub¬ 
lic sector union, said KCC needs 
to do more to retain staff, add¬ 
ing: “There’s a lack of morale 
but throwing money at a prob¬ 
lem doesn’t always solve it.” 

Areas of particular concern 
raised following last year’s Of¬ 
sted inspection included the 
management and supervision 
of services, low educational at¬ 
tainment of looked-after chil¬ 
dren, high numbers of cases 
not receiving quality assess¬ 
ments, and social workers with 
high caseloads. 

But Cllr Whittle said turn¬ 
ing the child protection serv¬ 
ice around was the council’s 
number one priority. 

She added: “We could have 
an unnannounced inspection 
at any time and I think if Of¬ 
sted came back tomorrow they 
would see evidence of lots of 
change. Everything’s looking 
very positive and we are get¬ 
ting there, but we can’t afford 
to take our eye off the ball.”

Beaches’ water test 
results announced

EIGHT of Kent’s celebrated 
bays have been stripped of their 
top water quality marks in the 
latest good beach guide. 

They had their ‘recommend¬ 
ed’ status - the Marine Conser¬ 
vation Society (MCS) top result 
- replaced with a basic pass. 

Deal Castle beach, Minnis 
Bay, Ramsgate Main Sands, 
St Mildred’s Bay, Stone bay, 
Westgate Bay, Whitstable, and 
Margate - The Bay, all slipped 
down in the MCS table. 

But five which received basic 
marks last year - Minster Leas, 
Sheerness, Leysdown-on-Sea, 
Folkestone, and Margate Ful- 
sam Rock, received the top sta¬ 
tus, rising to recommended. 

They joined 10 of Kent’s 
beaches which were named as 
having met the top European 
guideline standard, with all 
water samples passed and a 
continuous treatment of sew¬ 
age discharges seen. 



Some 30 beaches in Kent 
were tested for the Marine Con¬ 
servation Society’s Good Beach 
Guide 2011, with 15 recom¬ 
mended and 15 achieving a 
basic pass. Not one received 
a guideline pass, the second 
highest mark, or a fail. 

Ten maintained top quality 
marks, including Botany Bay 
and Joss Bay in Thanet, Sand- 
gate in Folkestone, and St Mar¬ 
garet’s Bay near Dover. 

MCS coastal pollution officer 
Rachael Wyatt said from 2015 
beaches will be classified using 
stricter European water quality 
standards due to the revision of

Gurkhas’ operation to blow 
up Taliban explosives haul

FOLICESTONE-based Gurkhas 
took part in a blitz on a Taliban 
haul of explosives and blew up 
bombs that could have killed a 
hundred British soldiers. 

More then 800kg of explosives 
were obliterated in a controlled 
blast in the Afghan desert after 
the operation which involved 
the 2nd Battalion, Royal Gurkha 
Rifles, the Afghan Uniformed 
Police (AUP), and British troops 
from the specialist Counter-Im¬ 
provised Explosive Device Task- 
force. 

The bombs had been seized 
in a series of operations in the 
Lashkar Gar area and were 
destroyed alongside 60 deto¬ 
nators, anti-personel mines, 
and other explosives-related 
material. 

Navy Petty Officer Gareth 
Buffrey said: “Disposing of this 
amount of HME (home made 
explosives) is not easy - there 
are obvious risks involved and 
it can be dangerous. But this 


day’s success was down to the 
enthusiasm of the AUP, their 
willingness to learn and the 
support of the Gurkhas.” 

Early on Saturday morning, 
the Afghans and their mentors 
loaded up their vehicles with 
the explosives and drove four 
kilometres out of the district 
centre to begin their task. 

With so much to get rid of, 
the ordnance was separated 
into two large piles. 


The Gurkhas then showed 
the Afghans how to prepare it 
so that it could be destroyed in 
a safe and controlled way. 

After detonating the explo¬ 
sion a plume of smoke erupted 
60ft into the air. 

The two battalions of the 
Royal Gurkha Rifles are based 
at Shornclifwfe Barracks in 
Folkestone and have served 
with distinction in Afghanistan 
since the start of operations.

Heath is hit by spate

We’re not in a coalition 
say the ‘cross-party 
working’ councillors

A LABOUR councillor whose 
party holds just one seat less 
than the ruling Conservatives 
says his is the strongest opposi¬ 
tion group in the country. 

No party won enough seats 
to take overall control of Than- 
et council at the local elections 
earlier this month, with the To¬ 
ries clinching 27, Labour tak¬ 
ing 2 6 and the remaining three 
going to independents. 

Tory Cllr Bob Bayford was this 
week re-elected as council leader 
by one vote. But Labour leader 
Cllr Clive Hart said he was in the 
best possible position to hold 
the Tories to account. 

“Given the circumstances - 
and they are pretty unique - I 
can live with it,” he said. “I don’t 
think there’s anyone in the 
country who can provide a 
stronger opposition than us.”

While the council continues 
to be led by the Conservatives, 
the new chairman Cllr Doug 
Clark and vice-chairman Cllr 
Kay Dark are both Labour. Three 
of the council’s main committees 
will be chaired by independents. 

Described as “cross-party 
working”, Cllr Hart stressed the 
new arrangement was nothing 


like the Coalition government. 

He said: “I wouldn’t want 
people to draw any parallels 
because we will still be working 
separately from the Tories.” 

Prior to the elections all 12 
district and borough councils - 
in addition to Kent County 
Council and Medway Council 
- were under Tory control. 

But now Gravesham council 
is run by Labour, while Than- 
et’s Tories cannot claim to have 
full control of the authority. 

Cllr Bayford said: “We recog¬ 
nise all three political groups 
have to work with each other 
and I have every intention of 
doing that for the greater good 
of the community. ” 

Independent Cllr Tom King, 
chairman of the overview and 
scrutiny panel, said: “Most peo¬ 
ple wish there was a little less 
party politics in local govern¬ 
ment and more sorting out the 
issues people really care about. ”

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An artistic delicacy

CARL Warner has come a long way since a 
childhood dreaming of making a living through 
his love of art. 

From spending hours in his bedroom design¬ 
ing spaceships and buildings, even the young Mr 
Warner could scarcely have imagined just how 
he would end up making a name for himself. 

Because today he is acknowledged as one of 
the world’s leading food artists. For him, the 
canvas and the paint brush are not required. His 
tools are more often than not a carrot, an eye for 
detail, and a talent for photography. For he cre¬ 
ates landscapes using food to whet the artistic 
tastebuds. Or foodscapes, as he calls them. 

Broccoli morphs into trees; potatoes into great 
craggy rocks, and smoked salmon becomes the 
sea at sunset. They really do have to be seen to 
be believed, with intricate details like the ornate 
design of a London lamppost recreated with a 
cunningly positioned anchovy. 

“Food is something that people can relate to 
easily and have a natural affinity with,” the fa- 
ther-of-four from Horsmonden explains. 

“The advantage is that there is such an in¬ 
credible choice of ingredients in terms of shape, 
texture and colours. My palette is a three-dimen¬ 
sional one and that makes things very exciting. 

“The one disadvantage is the fresh fruit and 
veg perishes quickly and so we have to work fast, 
especially when creating a large scene. Things 
like fresh herbs wilt and dry before your eyes.” 



Having worked as a professional photogra¬ 
pher for 25 years, Mr Warner said he stumbled 
on the idea of making landscapes out of food just 
over 10 years ago. 

Since then he has established a niche for him¬ 
self in the hyper-competitive art marketplace. 
Now he gets commissions from across the world, 
while his Food Landscapes book has proved a 
consistent seller. 

Living in Kent, he commutes to his studio - ap¬ 
propriately enough a stone’s throw from London

Bridge’s food temple, Borough Market. 

“I imagine the scene in my head and then I 
draw a sketch,” he says of the creative process. 
“From here I decide what the ingredients will be 
and I work with my food stylist and model maker 
to build the scape on a large table in my studio.” 

It is the execution of the idea by the model 
maker that makes the foodscapes so impressive. 
They have been known to carve a courgette into 
a lighthouse, while bread can recreate a boat. 

He adds: “I am passionate about food, eating 
it, cooking it, and photographing it. I hope I can 
ignite and pass on that same passion for food to 
the younger generation through my work. 

“We certainly have access to some wonderful 
fresh ingredients from the Garden of England.” 

Having been commissioned to produce a land¬ 
scape for the BBC’s perennially popular Blue 
Peter children’s programme - where he fulfilled 
the dream of being presented with a cherished 
Blue Peter badge - Mr Warner is now hard at 


work on his second book, designed for children. 

Along with an animated TV series, which it is 
hoped will do for food education what Sesame 
Street did for numeracy and literacy, the empha¬ 
sis is very much on changing habits and percep¬ 
tions from a young age. 

It is to that end he has once again got heavily 
involved in the Create a Fruit and Veg Master¬ 
piece art competition. 

“It’s great to see such an innovative competi¬ 
tion that gets children interacting and having 
fun with some of the lovely produce grown here 
in the country,” he says. 

For now though, aside from his stint as a judge 
in the contest, he continues to work on his art. 

He concludes: “Today my skills are creating 
worlds of food, so I can escape in a similar way to 
that which I did in my bedroom as a child.”

Policing cuts won’t be as damaging 
as union is claiming, says Tory MP

AN INFLUENTIAL Tory MP has criticised Kent 
Police Federation for the tone of its anti-govern¬ 
ment spending cuts campaign. 

Rochester and Strood representative Mark 
Reckless, who is a member of both the Home 


Affairs Committee and the Kent Police Authori¬ 
ty, said he felt the images used in newspaper 
adverts placed by the union were misleading and 
could needlessly scare people. 

The first advert - which appeared in all Arch¬ 
ant KOS Media publications earlier this month - 
featured images of a burglar breaking into some¬ 
one’s home while police officers queued at a job 


centre. It carried the tagline - “Consequences of 
20 per cent cuts to policing? Cuts are criminal”. 

Mr Reckless said: “I think the use of those 
pictures was regrettable. Clearly the Police 
Federation will speak for their members, but one 
of the consequences is that they will scare people 
with some of these images. 

“The one with officers queuing up outside the 
job centre is misleading because police can’t be 
made redundant and have a job for 30 years. It’s 
almost impossible to lose an officer, even if he or 
she is no good at their job. Rates of burglary are 
also now much lower than what they were.” 

Kent Police is currently battling to save 
£50 million over the next four years due to a 20 
per cent cut in Home Office funding, which is ex¬ 
pected to lead to a loss of about 500 officers (through 
natural wastage) and 1,000 support staff. 

The force is undergoing a major restructure 
as a result of the cuts, which will see a reduction 
in the number of policing areas from six to 
three, and a greater emphasis on neighbourhood 
policing. 

When the anti-cuts campaign was launched, 
Kent Police Federation chairman Ian Pointon 
said it was inevitable crime would go up, but Mr 
Reckless said it was not a foregone conclusion. 

The Tory MP said: “We had been planning for 
a £5 3m reduction in government grants, but it’s 
actually more like £43m, so I have to question 
whether it’s absolutely necessary to lose as many

members of staff as originally projected. 

“But we’ve seen a considerable fall in crime 
since the early- to mid-1990s, and over that time 
police numbers have gone up and down and 
there hasn’t been a clear connection between 
the two. 

“What’s important is how we do policing now, 
and I’m really pleased with the new policing 
model for Kent that will give more responsibility 
to neighbourhood officers. It’s much more effi¬ 
cient and effective to have small investigations 
led by officers who know their areas best. 

“I would obviously prefer more officers than 
less, but the previous Labour government 
borrowed more in the last three years than in the 
previous three centuries and we’ve got to put 
that deficit right.”

British Legion asks you to 
hold unusual fundraising 
party to mark 90th birthday

FUNDRAISERS have been asked to 
come up with imaginative party loca¬ 
tions to help celebrate the 90th anni¬ 
versary of the Royal British Legion. 

The Armed Forces charity already 
has events planned at the top of a Welsh 
mountain and on a research centre in 
Antarctica, and now wants Kent to play 
its part during the Great Poppy Party 
Weekend of June 10-12. 

A £1,000 prize is up for grabs for the 
organiser of the most unusual location as 
the Legion looks to raise £90 million. 

“The last surviving veteran of World 
War One passed away recently but we 
still have servicemen and women based 
around the world who will require our 
help for the rest of their lives,” said east 
Kent community fundraiser Jane Taylor. 

“We’re not just for people injured in 
conflict but also for ex-Armed Forces per¬ 
sonnel who have fallen on hard times. 

“Last year we raised £3 6m from the 
Poppy Appeal alone, which was up from

the year before. People have realised 
that we are still relevant today due to 
the conflicts in places like Afghanistan, 
and it shows we are a nation that rallies 
around when people are in dire need.” 

The British Legion was founded in 
1921 as a voice for ex-service person¬ 
nel, and was granted a Royal Charter to 
mark its 50th anniversary in 1971. 

Best known for the annual Remem¬ 


brance services and Poppy Appeal - or¬ 
ganised from its base in Aylesford, near 
Maidstone - the charity promotes the 
welfare and interests of current and 
former members of the Armed Forces. 

Lisa Booth, 38, from Barham, near 
Canterbury, served with the RAF for 13 
years and is among those helping to 
raise money for the Legion during the 
Great Poppy Party Weekend. 

She said: “I’ve had a horrendous past 
three years. It started when I lost my 
mum to cancer, and shortly after that 
my husband of 10 years left me. 

“I have an eight-year-old son and we 
became homeless, and if it was not for 
the Legion helping me with rent and 
things like we would not be here today. 

“The hardest thing was asking for sup¬ 
port because it’s a pride thing. But once I 
took that step I realised how much they 
could help, and the charity has supported 
me setting up my own business.”

EPILEPSY 

Bucks Fizz star Mike ‘a 
new man’ as treatment 
halts epileptic seizures

NINE months after the horrific coach crash 
which nearly killed him, Mike Nolan was back 
on stage with Bucks Fizz stepping up to the mic 
to introduce their medley of hits. 

It was September, 1985, and the Eurovision 
Song Contest wi nn ers - Sevenoaks resident 
Cheryl Baker, Bobby G, Jay Aston and Mike - 
were desperate to put the accident behind them. 

It was during a hard day’s rehearsals at a the¬ 
atre in Windsor when Mike started to feel odd. 

Mike, who is now 56 and lives in Broadstairs, 
said: “I remember walking to the back of the 
stage and Cheryl was putting her hands on my 
shoulders shouting at me to sit down. That’s 
when I collapsed and had my first seizure. 

“Cheryl thought I was dying. It was terrifying.” 

More than 456,000 people in the UK suf¬ 
fer with epilepsy, a tendency to have recurrent 
seizures or fits. It is caused by a sudden burst of 
electrical activity in the brain, causing a tempo¬ 
rary disruption in the normal messages passing 
between the brain cells. 

Mike’s epilepsy stemmed from an accident 
when the band’s coach collided with a lorry in

Newcastle on December 11, 1984 - four days 
after his 30th birthday - which left the singer 
critically injured and in a coma. 

Surgeons at Newcastle General Hospital per¬ 
formed life-saving surgery to remove a blood clot 
from the left side of his brain, but despite the op¬ 
eration’s success, Mike was only given a 50/50 
chance of survival and read his last rites. 

Although he pulled through, the sever-

ity of his brain injuries left him with short-term 
memory loss and only 50 per cent vision. 

Mike said: “I was a changed man - with ter¬ 
rible mood swings. I started being really ratty, 
outspoken and hurtful.” 

And the epilepsy diagnosis nine months after 
the accident knocked Mike for six. 

He said: “I was in denial. The first time, I could 
convince myself it was a one-off. But when 
it happened again I couldn’t be in denial any 
longer. I felt like I was disabled.” 

Troubled by the stigma and lack of under¬ 
standing around epilepsy and trying to cope 
with his loss of sight and change in personality, 
Mike started to suffer with depression. 

Thankfully, Mike is back to his mischievous self 
- thanks to his own determination and GP Dr Greg 
Rogers, a specialist in epilepsy based at Bethesda 
Medical Centre in Cliftonville, Margate. 

Dr Rogers leads a team of eight GPs and epi¬ 
lepsy nurses, working in the community in col¬ 
laboration with the east Kent hospitals’ neurol¬ 
ogy service. 

All the GPs have been trained to care for pa¬ 
tients with epilepsy and it allows patients to be 
cared for in a more relaxed setting. 

Dr Rogers said: “We carefully monitor and 
regularly review patients to try and reduce the 
side effects of their medication and reduce the 
harmful risks by stopping their seizures.” 

Mike said: “I suffered such bad effects of the 
anti-epilepsy tablets, they made me feel so drow¬ 
sy. Dr Rogers talked through my epilepsy with 
me and eased me off those and onto others. 

“Since changing medication, I feel like a new 
person and I’ve been seizure free for three years.” 

Dr Rogers said: “The tablets cannot cure epi¬ 
lepsy but they can help to control the seizures. 
For most people, if they haven’t had a seizure for 
a year, it’s highly likely they are under control.”

Dispute over Dambuster book 


KCC CUTS 

Staff hired out as County Hall 
bids to slash redundancy bill 


IN OUR article ‘Dambuster's 
book to sell for a bomb' (Sep¬ 
tember 12, 2010) we reported 
that a book about the raid, origi¬ 
nally owned by Flying Officer 
Brian Goodale, was to be sold 
at auction. Our story reported 
that the seller, Mrs Farnham, 
had obtained the book after Mr 
Goodale had left it at her fa¬ 
ther's hotel in Northern Ireland, 
along with his belongings and 
an unpaid bill. We have been 


contacted by Mr Goodale’s 
son, Simon, who would like to 
make clear that Mrs Farnham's 
account is disputed. Fie says 
that his father did pay his bill 
and that the book was loaned to 
Mrs Farnham's father after he 
expressed an interest in it. 

Simon Goodale claims that 
despite returning to the hotel 
on a number of occasions to 
retrieve the book, his father 
was informed it had been lost.

COUNTY Hall workers are be¬ 
ing loaned out to private firms 
in an attempt to reduce the 
huge amounts of money spent 


on redundancy payments. 

Earlier this year it was re¬ 
vealed that Kent County Coun¬ 
cil had dished out £3.8 mil¬ 
lion of payouts between April, 
2010, and February, 2011, 
having spent just £5m from 
the same budget in the previ¬ 
ous three years combined. 

Lib Dem councillor Tim 
Prater said at the time: “It’s an 
incredible amount to be spend¬ 
ing on redundancies when we 
should be focusing on trying to 
redeploy existing staff. 

“It strikes me as being a lot 
of money spent in less than a 
year, and quite a percentage of 
the available budget. 

“I know they’re trying to re¬ 
duce the numbers of staff but 
we’ve been told all the way 
through that most would go 
through natural wastage and 
redeployment. 

“So for a year when the 
council has not been massive¬ 
ly focused on redundancies, 
I think it’s a fairly shocking 
statistic.” 

KCC has been forced to find 


£9 5m worth of savings this 
year and is expected to lose 
1,500 members of staff over 
the next three to four years. 

But in an attempt to re¬ 
duce the cost of redundancy 
payments the authority has 
signed up to the new Staff- 
Share project, which will en¬ 
able it to hire out workers 
to other organisations on a 
temporary basis while sharing 
the costs. 

Kent and 22 other councils 
have signed up as part of a pilot 
scheme delivered by Local Gov¬ 
ernment Employers (LGE). 

StaffShare founding director 
Phil Flaxton said: “The 
300,000 job losses forecast 
in the public sector nationally 
will cost central and local 
government an estimated 
£9 billion just for the redun¬ 
dancies. 

“Figures produced by the 
Chartered Institute of Person¬ 
nel and Development give 
the average cost of making 
an employee redundant in 
the public sector as £29,400. 


Last year some 111,000 
general government jobs were 
lost, which have already cost 
about £3.2 bi ll ion.” 

Included within the £3.8m 
spent by KCC was £784,012 
in end-of-contract payments to 
18 members of staff, including 
£408,000 before tax to former 
chief executive Peter Gilroy. 

It also includes £538,263 
paid to nine senior manag¬ 
ers who left the council after 
January 31, and £2.5m to 19 5 
ex-workers who had departed 
before that date. 

Workforce strategy man¬ 
ager Nigel Fairburn said: “KCC 
is delighted to be a member 
of StaffShare - an online skill 
exchange that shares employ¬ 
ees with charities, not-for- 
profit organisations, small and 
medium enterprises, and other 
expanding businesses. 

“This is a great opportunity 
for KCC to support the local 
economy, develop employ¬ 
ees and offer employment to 
mitigate job losses, while sav¬ 
ing costs.”

Six months of 
negotiations 
for Prince gig

HOP Farm Festival chiefs have revealed they 
were in talks with superstar Prince for six months 
before finally adding his name to the bill. 

The three-day festival in Paddock Wood has 
seen a huge surge of interest from across Europe 
since the Minneapolis maestro added his name 
to the star-studded line-up, which already in¬ 
cludes the likes of The 
Eagles on Friday, and 
Lou Reed and Morris¬ 
sey on Saturday. 

Tickets for the Sun¬ 
day, July 3, show went 
on sale last Thursday, 
with fans clamouring 
for the chance to see 
the star. His last UK 
shows were the record- 
breaking 21 nights at 
London’s 02 Arena in 
2007. 

Speaking to this 
newspaper this week, promoter Vince Power 
revealed: “We’re obviously delighted Prince has 
agreed to perform. He had several festivals in 
the UK looking to get him to play, so for him to 
choose the Hop Farm was fantastic. We started 
talks with him about six months ago. Then he 
came back to us and said he wanted to play. 

“He said he was impressed with the fact we 
don’t have sponsorship.” 

Prince has been linked with a headline slot at 
the Glastonbury Festival for a number of years, 
with organiser Michael Eavis making no secret 
of his desire to see the Purple Rain star top the 
bill at the world’s biggest festival. 

But securing his name for the Hop Farm Festi¬ 
val represents a major coup for Mr Power, who 
has long admired the star. 

An extra day was added to the event and de¬ 
tails of the supporting line-up began to be con¬ 
firmed this week. Among the names playing will 
be rapper Tinie Tempah and singer Imelda May. 

Also playing will be Larry Graham and Gra¬ 
ham Central Station. 

More acts are set to be confirmed over the com¬ 
ing days, with Mr Power confirming that Prince 
is having a say on the support acts and with sev¬ 
eral of “his contemporaries” set to perform. 

Among acts tipped to be added to the bill 
include Chaka Khan and Amy Winehouse. 
She duetted on stage the last time the singer 
performed in the UK - during an aftershow at 
02 venue the Indigo following his final main arena 
concert. Tickets for Prince cost £70.

Justice finally catches 
up with drugs gang boss

A DRUGS baron whose multi¬ 
million pound drug supply 
business stretched from Kent 
to Newcastle, has joined 23 
co-conspirators behind bars 
after three years on the run. 

Darren Finch, 40, from Maid¬ 
stone, had been on the run since 
2008 after slapping bail. 

He was arrested on an In¬ 
ternational Arrest Warrant in 
Cape Town in July, 2010, af¬ 
ter a joint operation between 
the Serious Organised Crime 
Agency (Soca) and the South 
African authorities. 

Finch and Michael McDon- 
agh headed up the organised 
crime gang which delivered 
cannabis and other drugs 
throughout England. 

The drugs were imported 
from Germany and the Neth¬ 
erlands hidden in lorry loads of 
legitimate goods. 

Once the shipment had ar¬ 
rived in Kent the lorry driver, 
James Chapman, would take the 
drugs to one of two hubs from 
which the gang’s criminal activ¬ 
ity was co-ordinated - St Marga¬ 
ret’s Farm in Dartford or Lested 
Lodge in Chart Sutton. 

A network of distributors 
was then employed to deliver 
the drugs to the north west of 
England. 

Finch and McDonagh tried 
to frustrate Soca’s investiga¬ 
tion by using multiple untrace- 
able phones. When Finch was 
arrested by Soca officers in 
November, 2007, he attempt¬ 
ed unsuccessfully to destroy 
and discard three phones and 
sim cards. 

Financial investigations are 
currently under way into sev¬ 


eral members of the network 
including Finch. So far Soca 
has been granted confiscation 
and forfeiture orders totalling 
£1.5 million. 

Last week at Maidstone 
Crown Court justice caught 
up with Finch when he was 
sentenced to to five-and-a-half 
years for conspiracy to supply 
controlled drugs and four years 
for transferring criminal prop¬ 
erty. The sentences will run 
concurrently. 

His Honour Judge Joy said: 
“The supply and importation 
of drugs is a scourge on society. 
Finch was a principal in this 
conspiracy, he was an organ¬ 
iser and his part was crucial.” 

Soca’s Gerry Smyth said: 
“Finch seemed to think he 
could leave the rest of the gang 
to carry the can while he stayed 
out of harm’s way himself in 
Cape Town. He didn’t count 
on the excellent co-operation 
going on between the UK and 
South Africa. 

“It’s probably not the reun¬ 
ion party he had in mind. ” 


Some 22 members of the 
gang were jailed in 2008 for a 
total of 110 years. 

The 23rd member, Michael 
McDonagh from Sligo in Ire¬ 
land, was arrested by police in 
Amsterdam on a European Ar¬ 
rest Warrant in June, 2009. He 
had been a fugitive since skip¬ 
ping bail, and has been jailed 
for seven years. 

So far officers have recovered 
9kg of cocaine, 7 5kg of amphet¬ 
amine sulphate, and 624kg of 
cannabis from the gang. 

Other Kent members of the 
gang, all sentenced at Maid¬ 
stone Crown Court, include: 

■ Paul Fill, 34, sentenced to 
five years and six months. 

■ David Hatton, 33, of Caldew 
Avenue, Gillingham, sentenced 
to threee years and six months. 

■ Melvin Jestin, 38, sentenced 
to five years and six months. 

■ Mark Lee, 48, sentenced 
to two years and six months. 

■ Martin Graham, 54, 
sentenced to nine years. 

■ John Williams, 45, 
sentenced to six years.

This is A&E, not a nail bar 


Dr James Thallon, GP and medical director at NHS West Kent and Tunbridge 
Wells, urges people to seek the appropriate treatment when they are injured 


I HAVE been a GP for 15 years 
and thought I’d pretty much 
seen it all, but speaking to col¬ 
leagues who work in Accident 
& Emergency (A&E) depart¬ 
ments, it seems there are still 
shocks and surprises to be had. 

I was amazed to hear the re¬ 
cent news item about a man 
who took his horse into A&E 
in Wrexham, and even more 
amazed it was not a one off, 
as an A&E department in Kent 
has also been presented with a 
horse for treatment - the own¬ 
er was politely told that A&E is 
for human patients only. 

Other recent examples of 
inappropriate A&E attendance 
include a woman who turned 
up for treatment for a broken 
finger nail, and a young man 
who complained to A&E staff 
that his newly inked tattoo was 
red and sore. 

Although these stories are 
entertaining, there is a serious 
side to them. Over the April 
and early May Bank Holidays, 


A&E departments in Kent and 
Medway came under pressure 
as thousands of people used 
them as their first port of call. 

Kent and Sussex Hospital 
A&E saw a 10 per cent increase 
in the number of patients turn 
up over the Bank Holiday, and 
across Kent and Medway the 
average attendance figure rose 
from between three per cent 
and 13 per cent. 

A&E is supposed to be for 
emergency and life-threat¬ 
ening incidents only. All too 
often patients who turn up 
could receive treatment quick¬ 
er by choosing other NHS serv¬ 
ices such as a Minor Injuries 
Unit (MIU), walk in centre, 
GP, community pharmacist, or 
even treat themselves with ba¬ 
sic first aid and online advice. 

A visit to A&E with a minor 
ailment costs your local NHS 
between £85-£90, but a trip 
with the same injury to an MIU 
can be as little as half that. 

MIUs are for injuries that 


need attention, but which are 
not life threatening, such as 
fractures, cuts, sprains and 
strains, animal bites, stings and 
minor burns. Patients can turn 
up with no appointment and 
are treated by trained emer¬ 
gency nurse practitioners. 

Nikki Luffingham, chief oper¬ 
ating officer at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
which runs Kent and Sussex 
Hospital said: “A&E might be 
the most convenient place to 
go, but it may not be the most 
appropriate. 

“You might think going 
to A&E saves you time, but it 
means we have less time for 
people who urgently need our 
attention. 

“By seeking the right kind 
of care, you are not just help¬ 
ing yourself but dozens of other 
people we will be seeing in A&E 
who really need our help.” 

I couldn’t agree with her 
more; thinking before you turn 
up to A&E not only reduces un¬ 



necessary costs and saves you 
a great deal of time, but it could 
mean the difference between 
life and death for someone who 
really needs urgent care. 

We want people to know 
what their best and most ap¬ 
propriate healthcare choices 
are over the holidays, so if you 
have an accident or need to 
seek medical advice for some 
reason please consider whether 
it is urgent or life threatening 
before you head off to A&E.

Why won’t the Post 
Office let me save?

1 1 SENT a cheque for £1,000 to 
I pay for a growth bond offered 
[through the Post Office. My 
bank statement showed the money had 
been taken and I decided to increase 
my investment so I sent a further 
£2,000.1 was then amazed to get back 
both the cheques, with letters saying 
that after an electronic check to 
determine my identity and address, the 
Post Office was unable to offer me a 
savings product. I am over 80 and 
have lived in my house for 56 years. 

I have a state pension and a health 
service pension. The Post Office said 
if my circumstances change I may 
be successful with a future application 
- but I don’t think this is likely to 
happen. 

A IN THEORY, all savings and 
investment companies follow 
the same rules about having to 
identify their customers. In practice, 
the Post Office operates like a branch of 
the Civil Service that does not care 
whether you invest or not and looks for 
reasons why you should not be allowed 
to invest, rather than help you to do so. 
My guess is that at your age you do not 
have a credit card, a personal loan, or 
goods bought on hire purchase. So 
when the Post Office checked your 
credit agency file it was blank. Perhaps 
you are not even on the electoral 
register. In the same way, counter 
clerks are supposed to ask for your 
passport, photographic driving licence, 
or firearms certificate. You may well 
have none of these. All of this bureauc¬ 
racy is based on the idea that your 
£1,000 may be an inheritance from 
Osama bin Laden or some other 
unpleasant person, and that you are 
laundering money for terrorists or 
international drug barons. Common 
sense went out of the window a long 
time ago. However, all of the above 
are just the headlines from the rules. 
The Post Office is also supposed to 
accept a letter from the Department 
for Work and Pensions that shows your 
name in full, if it is backed by a second 
piece of evidence, such as a bank 
statement or utility bill. Try this at 
your local post office, and if you are still 
rejected, let me know. 

Q I OWE £4,300 on a credit card. I 
want to clear this debt, but 
cannot afford to do so in one 
payment. I have been paying £100 
each month, but about half of this 
disappears in interest, so at this rate it 
will take several years to repay 
everything. I have more than £5,000 
in a direct cash Isa with National 
Savings. Should I draw £4,300 out of 
this to pay the card company? 

A YES. Take cash from your Isa 
and give it straight to the credit 
card company. National 
Savings is currently paying you 2.5pc 
in tax-free interest on your Isa. Now 
look at the rate of interest charged on 
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your credit card. If you are paying 
about £50 in monthly interest that 
means the interest rate is about 14pc. 

It makes no sense to earn 2.5pc while 
you are paying out 14pc. As long as 
you leave yourself with a bit of rainy 
day money for emergencies get rid of 
this card debt as fast as you can. 

i CAN YOU tell me if someone 
I has to pay tax on their savings 
^income if they are a pensioner 
and war disabled? 

A THERE is no special tax 

exemption for savings income, 
but pensioners over 65 and on a 
modest income do receive extra tax 
allowances that allow more of their 
income to escape tax. If you were 
disabled in the forces or as a civilian 
victim of enemy action, then any 
resulting pension or award that you 
receive is tax free, but the rest of your 
income is taxed as usual. 

1 1 AM a Lloyds TSB shareholder 
I and have received a letter from 
[ a group called Lloyds Action 
NowTwhich says it is making a 
compensation claim arising from the 
merger with Halifax Bank of Scotland. 
The group wants shareholders to pay 
£270 to finance the legal action. Is this 
group legitimate? 

A THE ACTION group (https:// 

lloydsactionnow.com) is perfectly 
genuine. It claims the dire 
financial position of HBOS was 
concealed ahead of the merger, leaving 
Lloyds TSB to pick up an unfair burden 
that has since sent the bank’s shares 
sliding, leaving investors like you out 
of pocket. Whether any compensation 
claim will succeed is unpredictable, but 
the group has already got an impressive 
line-up of lawyers on its side. 

, MY PARENTS have turned 80, 
but still enjoy summer holidays 
[ abroad. It is increasingly hard to 
find travel insurance though. Do any 
firms offer cover to over-8 Os? 

A COVER can be expensive because 
the older you are, the more likely 
you are to need medical 
treatment. If your parents travel a lot, 
they should consider an annual policy 
from Co-op Insurance Home Options 
(0845 300 3525) or Age UK (0845 600 
3348). For a one-off trip, Easyjet’s 
Mondial cover (0871 200 0223) offers 
good value. None of these companies 
applies any upper age limit.

THE return of the Icelandic ash cloud 
has forced thousands of travellers 
to double check their policies and 
reconsider whether to pay out in the 
future for add-ons to give them peace 
of mind. 

Travel insurance cover for ash 
cloud-related disruption varies wide¬ 
ly and so it is important for holiday¬ 
makers to check the insurance they 
have in place. 

Main questions include whether 
their policy considers the ash cloud 
to be a weather-related event and 
therefore provides cover at all, or 
whether the policy expressly ex¬ 
cludes ash cloud events. 

If the policy does cover this it is 
important to find out what level of 
cover it provides, as there is signifi¬ 
cant variation between policies in 
terms of the protection they offer. 

According to financial research 
company Defaqto, data shows that 
cover for holiday abandonment and 
delays varies widely across single 
and annual trip travel insurance 
policies. 

If a flight is delayed, 12pc of single 
trip policies provide no cover towards 
the cost of food and other expenses, 
for example, while holidaymakers 
are waiting in the airport. Of those 
policies that do cover this, a quarter 
provide cover of £100 or less. 

In terms of annual trip policies, 
9pc provide no cover towards ex¬ 
penses people may incur while at 
the airport. Of those policies that do 
cover this, 22pc provide cover of 
£100 or less. 

And if a holiday is completely can¬ 
celled as a result of the disruption, 
40pc of single trip policies provide 
£5,000 cover or more for the cost of 
the holiday, 14pc offer cover of less 
than £2,000, and 12pc provide no 
cover. 

Slightly more than half of annual 
trip policies provide £5,000 or more 
towards the cost of the holiday, 14pc 
provide cover of less than £2,000 and 


lpc of policies offer no cover at all. 

Mike Powell, Defaqto's insight an¬ 
alyst for general insurance, said: “A 
key issue is the extent to which some¬ 
one’s travel insurance policy will 
cover them for any disruption they 
suffer as a result. 

“Our data shows significant varia¬ 
tion in the level of cover that policies 
offer for travel delays and holiday 
abandonment, which are two of the 
main consequences travellers are 
likely to experience. 

“As always the devil is in the de¬ 
tail. If holidaymakers are unsure it is 
worth speaking to their insurance 
provider to get clarity on how they 
would treat any claims.” 

Kate Niven, senior travel under¬ 
writer at Aviva, said: “If you think 
the ash cloud might affect your plans 
to fly from or back to the UK, in the 
first instance you should speak to 
your travel operator, airline or air¬ 
port you are flying from to check the 
situation. 

“Those customers who have al¬ 


ready purchased the Aviva ‘air space 
closure’ add-on policy will have cov¬ 
er where air space has been closed by 
the Civil Aviation Authority or air¬ 
lines have grounded the flight for 
more than 24 hours as a result of the 
ash cloud. 

“The optional air space closure add¬ 
on to our standard travel policy, 
launched last year, provides cover for 
non-refundable travel and accommo¬ 
dation costs incurred where travel 
has been affected by UK air space, port 
or airport closure - for example, in the 
wake of a volcanic ash cloud causing 
authorities to close air space.” 

Air space closure cover is currently 
still available for purchase as an add¬ 
on to the Aviva travel policy for 
customers wishing to add this to 
their existing travel policy for future 
holidays. 

However, as this is a ‘known event’ 
and would therefore not be covered 
by insurance, you will not be able to 
make a claim relating to this specific 
volcanic event. 


Watchdog welcomes Virgin’s bank bid 


THE ATTEMPTS by Virgin Money to 
enter the UK high street banking 
market would aid competition and 
work to the benefit of consumers, 
according to a Leading watchdog. 

With news of Virgin Money's 
efforts to secure £2 billion to buy 
branches of Northern Rock and 
Lloyds branches, Which? executive 
director Richard Lloyd said the 
Long-awaited arrival would be "good 
news for consumers". 


"The prospect of a new high street 
bank is good news for consumers as 
competition in retail banking has 
really suffered since the financial 
crisis," he said. 

"If Virgin can offer genuinely 
competitive products this should 
force the existing players to up their 
game. When deciding on the sale of 
Northern Rock and Lloyds branches, 
the Government should apply a 
public interest test to ensure that it 


will genuinely benefit consumers by 
enhancing competition." 

The five largest banking groups - 
Lloyds, Santander, Barclays, HSBC 
and RBS/Natwest - account for 85pc 
of the current account market. This 
compares to 74pc in 2007 before the 
financial crisis. Lloyds is attempting 
to sell 600 branches following an EU 
competition ruling on the government 
bailout of the bank, while Northern 
Rock is looking to sell 70 branches.

Bank of England bosses split 
by uncertain inflation outlook

THE Bank of England’s Monetary Policy Com¬ 
mittee remains split on how best to tackle the 
issue of rising inflation. 

The opposing views of the nine-man board 
were outlined briefly by the Bank’s South East 
agent, Phil Eckersley, in a Quarterly Inflation re¬ 
port lecture at Kent Science Park last week. 

The economist told Kent’s business leaders 
that MPC members’ varying views were based 
on the latest CPI inflation projection. 

The Bank’s three-year forecast shows the most 
likely outcome for inflation is to peak towards 
the end of the year before dropping to 2 per cent 
- the Government’s target figure - by 2013, 
when it levels off. 

However, the forecast also gives equal weight 
to vastly differing outcomes, with the likelihood 
of inflation remaining at 4.5 per cent or slump¬ 
ing to 0 per cent by the same time period both 
coming in at just under 20 per cent. 

The Bank’s inflation report reflects on this 
unusual situation by stating: “There are consid¬ 
erable uncertainties around the future path of 
inflation.” 

Currently, the majority of MPC members have 
subscribed to the belief that inflation is being 
affected by short-term price shocks, including in¬ 
creased VAT, energy costs and import prices. 

They believe inflation will fall back into line 
when these price pressures tail off later this 
year.

However, other MPC members are concerned 
that inflation is affecting growth and needs to be 
curtailed now by rising interest rates. 

The Bank’s report recognises the need for 
keeping a close eye on inflation. 

It states: “Inflation continues to be sensitive 
to movements in commodity and energy prices, 
which have been extremely volatile in the recent 


past, and could well move sharply again during 
the forecast period. 

“But the medium-term outlook for inflation 
will also reflect substantial, but opposing, do¬ 
mestic pressures on inflation. To the upside, 
second-round effects of the sustained period of 
above-target inflation could put upward pres¬ 
sure on prices. To the downside, a continuation 
of recent weak growth and the presence of a 
substantial margin of spare capacity could push 
inflation well below the target. 

“The MPC will continue to set policy to bal¬ 
ance the upside and downside risks in order to 
meet the inflation target in the medium term. ” 

Kent Science Park director James Speck said 
the lecture had given a fantastic insight into the 
state of the economy and an understanding of 
the MPC’s complex decision-making process. 

He said: “This really was an excellent event 
and I was very impressed with Phil’s delivery of 
his information. The state of the UK’s economy 
is of absolutely paramount concern to practi¬ 
cally every business-owner in the country, so to 
have a representative from the Bank of England 
come to Kent Science Park and discuss these ex¬ 
tremely important issues with Kent’s business 
community is a great coup for the area.” 

A poll taken at the event asked the 65 busi¬ 
ness leaders in attendance whether they felt 
their business was in recession, showing green 
shoots, back to its best, or in total catastrophe. 

Happily, more than 80 per cent of the del¬ 
egates said they were experiencing the green 
shoots of recovery.

Southern SMEs are 
owed most money 

MORE than 380,000 SMEs in the South 
suffer as a result of overdue invoices 
- sending the region to the top of the 
late-payment league table. 

Research carried out by Bacs has 
revealed that more companies in the 
South are left chasing money owed to 
them than in the North (248,000) and 
the Midlands (263,000). 

Overall, southern businesses have 
£8.7 billion outstanding and spend 3.1 
hours a week on debt collection. 

On a positive note, the mean amount 
owed to out-of-pocket companies in 
the region is just £23,000, less than the 
North's average figure of £25,000 and 
the Midlands' £38,000. 

Bacs head of marketing Mike 
Hutchinson said: "Late payment 
remains a big problem for British SMEs, 
with billions overdue against bills, 
causing small businesses to use up 
millions of man hours in chasing invoice 
payment. Cash flow is an essential 
business priority and we urge SMEs to 
turn to automated payments wherever 
they can."

Beauty Works boss 
wins loD accolade 

DETERMINED director Nicky Pearson's 
beauty business has bounced back after 
coming close to collapse. 

The entrepreneur's Beauty Works 
firm, set up in 1993, grew quickly and 
consistently - achieving a turnover of 
more than £3 million by 2008. But when 
one of its biggest clients, high-street 
giant Woolworths, went to the wall later 
that year, the Dartford business was in 
danger of going the same way. 

Pearson said: "Woolworths had 
£300,000 worth of our stock and it soon 
became clear that with the company 
in administration this money was not 
going to be paid, so the hit on our cash 
flow was potentially fatal." 

The Zimbabwe-born entrepreneur's 
company weathered the storm and now 
boasts a turnover of £5 million. 

Pearson's commitment was rewarded 
earlier this year when she picked up the 
Institute of Directors' award for London 
and South East director of the year. 

Beauty Works designs and 
commissions the manufacture of 
health, fitness and beauty products.

Royal winemaker’s 
rose hits the spot 

CHAPEL Down winemaker has won a 
global gold award for its sparkling rose 
wine. 

The Tenterden vineyard, which 
supplied wine for the royal wedding, 
was awarded one of just 400 top prizes 
from a field of more than 12,000. 

Chief executive Frazer Thompson 
said: "The medal is another great 
stride forward and an international 
achievement of which we are very 
proud. It makes all the hard work 
worthwhile. 

"Good wine starts in the vineyard 
and is improved by hiring great people. 
We've invested well. This is our reward. 

"Demand has never been higher and 
this accolade reinforces the quality of 
the wine that head winemaker Andrew 
Parley and his team are producing."

WHAT I would give to be a fly on the wall at 
the next meeting of the Bank of England's 
Monetary Policy Committee. 

The nine-man committee is deeply divided 
over the best course of action required to 
tackle inflation, which has risen to 4.5 per 
cent - more than double the Government's 
target figure of 2 per cent. 

On one side of the table sit the majority 
of members, who feel that inflation is being 
driven by a relatively short-term price shock, 
fuelled by rising VAT, energy and import 
prices, and that it will soon start to fall back 
in line of its own accord. 

The other side of the table is made up 
of MPC members who feel that inflation 
needs to be brought into line through an 
interest-rate increase. These economists are 
concerned that inflation could continue to 
rise unabated unless action is taken soon. 

As things stand, the MPC’s democratically- 
made decision has been to keep interest 
rates at their record low level. 

One wonders how, as the months have 
gone by and inflation has gone up, just how 
much tension there has been between the 
rival camps and opposing ways of thinking. 

Predicting the country's financial future 
is a difficult task, based on little more than 
educated guesswork. Let's hope that the 
MPC, or at least the majority of its members, 
has got its sums right.

Know your workers' rights 


KEY CHANGES 


FROM the first day of an agency 
worker's employment, the employer 
must ensure they have access to 
facilities like canteen, childcare and 
information on job vacancies. 

Pregnant agency workers will 
be allowed to take paid time off for 
antenatal appointments. 

After 12 weeks in the same job, 
new entitlements relate to pay 
and other basic working conditions 
(annual leave, overtime, night work 
and rest periods). The definition 
of pay is broad and covers holiday 


pay, paid bank holidays, overtime, 
shift allowances, unsocial-hours 
premiums and bonuses relating to 
performance. 

Companies who hire workers 
through an agency will need to 
provide the agency with up-to-date 
information on terms and conditions 
so they can ensure that workers 
receive the correct equal treatment. 

Agencies are responsible for 
ensuring both worker and hirer are 
kept informed of changes to pay and 
entitlement after the qualifying period. 


TEMPORARY employees are set to en¬ 
joy rights comparable to their full-time 
colleagues under new legislation. 

The Agency Workers Regulations 
(AWR), which come into force on Octo¬ 
ber 1, will give part-timers extra rights 
after 12 weeks in a job. 

Research carried out by HR and re¬ 
cruitment firm Adecco shows that in¬ 
dustry giants are yet to fully grasp the 
implications of the regulations. 

While 99 per cent of respondents said 
they had heard of AWR, 57 per cent 
admitted gaps in knowledge. 

More than half described themselves 
as ‘very’ or ‘quite’ concerned about the 
impact of AWR, while 62 per cent said 
they feared extra costs. 

Furley Page law solicitor Melissa Ed¬ 
mond said firms should put AWR meas¬ 
ures in place now. “The regulations pro¬ 
vide that, subject to a qualifying period 
of 12 weeks, an agency worker will be 
entitled to the same basic working and 
employment conditions as if the agency 
worker had been hired directly by the 
end-user,” she said. 

“Businesses who use temporary staff 
and the recruitment agencies they deal 
with need to be working closely now to 


assess the impact of the regulations and 
identify ways to mitigate any negative 
consequences. 

“Companies who hire temporary 
agency workers may look to avoid the 
regulations, accept them or convert ag¬ 
ency workers to employees. Legitimate 
avoidance is likely to be burdensome, 
and while bringing agency workers 
in-house may be less costly for end- 


users it could be bad news for agencies. 

“End-users who value the flexibility 
of existing arrangements may consider 
the basic rates of pay for agency work¬ 
ers when the regulations come into 
force, building the relevant terms and 
conditions that must be equalised in 
from the start of an assignment, so the 
acquisition of Regulation 5 rights after 
12 weeks is of no consequence.”

Recycling lift as site expansion approved 


WASTE management firm TW Serv¬ 
ices has secured planning permission to 
build a £22 million recycling centre. 

The company will build the depot 
on its 20-acre site next to the disused 
Richborough power station, near Sand¬ 
wich. 

The site is expected to handle 
750,000 tonnes of waste each year, 
including food, municipal, green, con¬ 
struction, commercial and industrial, 
wood and hazardous material. 

TW Services bosses said that they ex¬ 
pected the energy park to create 80 jobs 
through construction and operation. 

Director Spencer Ray added: “We are 
providing modern, purpose-designed 


facilities creating the essential infra¬ 
structure to increase recycling capacity 
on the site that will handle waste from 
Dover, Shepway, Thanet and Canter¬ 
bury for the next 10 years and beyond. 

“We are providing a local solution to 
a local problem,” he said. “The site will 
have an aerobic digester to handle food 
and green waste and produce compost 
material, with the gas produced by the 
process used to generate electricity 
exported to the national grid. 

“Everything will be recycled and we 
aim to have zero landfill. We will also 
use waste wood to produce a renewable 
fuel for power generation - nothing 
need go to waste any more.” 


The new facility will receive and 
process mixed paper, cardboard, plas¬ 
tics, glass and metals. 

Construction work is due to begin 
next month. 

TW Services was set up in 1995 by 
the Ray family - Les and Lorraine and 
their sons Spencer and Wesley - to 
provide reliable and cost-effective 
waste-management services. 

The company employs 70 skilled 
staff and has an extensive range of 
modern plant and equipment at its 
waste- processing facility. It says that 
the planning approval from Kent Coun¬ 
ty Council continues its programme of 
investment and job-creation.

L ECTURER Rajendra Shirole 
wants to take experienced 
businessmen from across 
the county away from their 
routine operational environ¬ 
ment. 

The Kent Business School Masters of 
Business Administration (MBA) degree 
programmes director said the school’s 
courses gave experienced managers the 
chance to step back and see the wood 
for the trees.

“One of the best parts of my job is 
meeting people from all over the world. 
It’s great to find out what drives them, 
what they do in their current position 
and what they hope to achieve by com¬ 
pleting the MBA. Then it’s up to us to 
provide the students with a good serv¬ 
ice, something which is critical for us. 

“There’s excitement every day as 
each day is different and brings its own 
challenges. Fortunately, I am able to 
be quite flexible with how I manage 
the MBA and ask my students and 
colleagues for input. That way we al¬ 
ways remain innovative.” 

One of Shirole’s biggest plans for the 
MBA is to enhance the well-rounded 
course the school provides. 

He said: “I would like the programme 
to engage learning and creativity and 
take it to the meta dimension - the 
MBA is not going to just give someone 
a new career alone. 

“I would like the MBA to become 
more focused on the liberal arts - issues 
such as communications, social diver¬ 
sity and engagement in corporate life. 
I’m a capitalist, but I believe in the so¬ 
cial side of capitalism as well. 

“I would love the business commu¬ 
nity to get in touch with me. I have 
worked with businesses that came to us 
that didn’t know we existed or what we 
offered, and similarly we didn’t know 
what they offered either. But they were 
soon saying ‘This is a blessing, we nev¬ 
er had this opportunity to work with 
such talented and enthusiastic people 
from a worldwide audience’. 

“That was satisfying as it’s extremely 
important to the MBA to be corporate¬ 
facing and engage with businesses. 

“We have done extremely well in link¬ 
ing up with businesses and continue to 
work with them, but we’re always inter¬ 
ested in working with more Kent firms 
of any size. We can carry out research 
and provide invaluable assistance in 
taking a company to the next stage of its 
development. 

“Some companies we have worked 
with have been apologetic that they 
did not know of us, but I think that was 
partially our fault as we did not talk 
about ourselves enough. We’re getting 
the message out now.”

It pays to stub 
out cigarettes 

THE cost of smoking to Kent 
employers could top £215 
million a year, new research 
has found. 

Kent County Council and 
Kent Stop Smoking Services 
found that a company with 50 
employees could lose £14,358 
per year in workers' smoking 
breaks and extra sick days. 

A larger company with 1,000 
employees could be losing as 
much as £287,152 from its 
balance sheet every year. 

Kent Stop Smoking Services 
spoke to 47 businesses from 
across the county at a recent 
business event in a bid to gain 
a smoking snapshot. 

Based on information 
collected during the day, it was 
estimated that the combined 
cost for these companies alone 
was about £7 million a year. 

Firms are now being urged 
to sign up to the Smokefree 
Kent Business Awards, offering 
free advice, tools and support 
so employers can help any 
members of staff who might 
want to quit.

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Web does wonders for 
three Folkestone firms

THREE online-operating busi¬ 
nesses have been named as e- 
champions after contributing 
to the seaside town’s booming 
web-business market. 

Leading search engine Goog¬ 
le awarded the title to Stuff 
Back Home, Shaw Rabson And 
Co and Polska-Anglia, which 
have all enjoyed huge success 
with the help of online adver¬ 
tising. 

The companies’ web activi¬ 
ties have bolstered Folkestone’s 
position on the e-commerce 
map, with Google searches for 
the coastal town increasing by 
20 per cent year on year. 

The most popular searches 
include ‘Folkestone hotels’, up 
40 per cent, and ‘Folkestone 
business’, which has risen by 
20 per cent. 

Tech-savvy estate agent, let¬ 
ting agent and holiday home 
manager Jo Topliss used Google 
Ad Words to ensure her online 
adverts appeared alongside 
search results when potential 
customers looked for accom¬ 
modation near the town. 

The Shaw Rabson & Co man¬ 
aging director said: “The com¬ 
pany was set up more than 2 5 
years ago by my father, and 
almost three decades later the 
business is still going strong. 

“We credit part of this suc¬ 
cess, and certainly the success 
of Kent Holiday Homes, to our 
website, which helped bring us 
into the digital age. 

“We now reach internat¬ 
ional markets and have cer¬ 
tainly noticed an increase in

the number of foreign tourists 
renting accommodation since 
we set up the website and start¬ 
ed advertising online.” 

Stuff Back Home, which 
ships British products to ex¬ 
pats across the globe, has se¬ 
cured customers in Australia, 
Japan and the US from an office 
in Folkestone. 

Founder Karen Williams 
said: “I set up my business just 
over a year ago, sending well¬ 
loved British food to ex-pats 
across the world. 

“The internet allows me to 
operate a global business from 
Folkestone and online advert¬ 
ising has helped us to reach 
customers as far away as Japan 
and Australia. ” 

Polska-Anglia - which helps 
Polish and Japanese English- 
language students find places 
to study in the UK - is also 
heavily reliant on its online 
presence. 

Searches for summer schools 
shot up by 50 per cent last 
month, and with each new 


search is a potential new cus¬ 
tomer for company founder 
Robert Pasternak. 

He said: “I set up my business 
ten years ago with just £10 in 
my pocket and it has grown to 
what it is today thanks to a lot 
of hard work and online mar¬ 
keting. 

“I’ve been using Google Ad- 
Words for a long time to adver¬ 
tise my business to customers 
in Poland and Japan, which 
are where most of my clients 
come from. 

“The service gives me great 
flexibility to target the right 
customers at the right time and 
in the right place. 

“I’m definitely coming up to 
my busiest time of the year - as 
people plan trips to the UK to 
learn English and searches for 
summer schools dramatically 
increase, I make the most of 
this by advertising online.” 

Google UK managing direc¬ 
tor Matt Brittin said Folke¬ 
stone’s e-market was set to go 
from strength to strength. 

“With many local businesses 
displaying modern business 
savvy by offering services on¬ 
line, we have recognised Folke¬ 
stone as one of the top interna¬ 
tional business centres in the 
UK. 

“Geographically, it is well 
positioned to be a leader in 
foreign business, and with more 
searches around Folkestone 
rising 20 per cent over summer 
year on year, more businesses 
can capitalise on this trend by 
ensuring that customers can 
find them when they search 
online for local products and 
services.” 


Plans to end above-inflation train 
price hikes are on the right track 


PROPOSED rail-industry reforms have been 
cautiously welcomed by the Institute of 
Directors. 

Transport Secretary Philip Hammond's move 
to end above-inflation fare rises was welcomed 
by the loD, but the findings of Sir Roy McNulty, 
who conducted a review into the industry, were 
met less enthusiastically. 

loD South director Rodger Broad said: "Rail 
services and fares are of great concern to 
companies of all sizes across our region. Millions 
of workers use the region's rail network to 
commute to London and other major towns 
every day. They are the lifeblood of the South 
East's economy and any review of the industry 
must recognise that." 

Sir McNulty proposed that off-peak fares 
should rise to encourage commuters to travel 
on peak-time services, which he said were 
running with empty seats. 

This claim, however, was refuted by the loD. 

Broad said: "It is the experience of our 
members that there are no empty seats on 
peak-time services. Indeed, trains right up to the 


end of peak hours remain standing-room-only. 

"What the Government must acknowledge is 
that the majority of commuters have very little 
leeway in the services they use. 

"Employers set their working hours so they 
bring the most benefit to their business. They 
expect their staff to arrive at a certain time and 
commuters travel accordingly and often have 
no option but to use the railway to commute to 
work. 

"In those circumstances, price rises penalising 
those who travel outside of peak hours amount 
to little more than an additional tax on work." 

Hammond also suggested that responsibility 
for rural lines could be devolved to local 
authorities. 

"In principle this is a good idea - as long 
as there is a financial and operational way to 
protect rural services," said Broad. 

"We will be keeping a close watch on how 
these proposals progress. The South East is the 
powerhouse of the UK economy, but it is reliant 
on the commuter rail network to move its 
millions of workers to where they are needed."

Persuading 
airlines to

MANSTON could add £65 million to 
the east Kent economy by 2018 if the 
airport’s masterplan development is 
realised, new research has found. 

The in-depth study also suggested 
that the airport would provide direct 
employment for 2,070 people and a 
further 1,035 jobs in the wider econ¬ 
omy by the same point - helping, it is 
claimed, to offset Pfizer’s withdrawal 
from nearby Sandwich. 

Manston chief executive Charles 
Buchanan said the airport was work¬ 
ing hard to achieve all the goals set 
out in its ambitious masterplan. 

“Our aspiration is to have aircraft 
actually based at the airport as this 
would significantly increase the 
number of routes we could serve and 
passengers arriving and departing 
from Manston,” he said. 

“Persuading airlines to base planes 
at the airport would generate further 
local employment opportunities for 
cabin crew and additional airport jobs. 

“Despite the current economic situ¬ 
ation we remain confident airlines will 
choose Manston and build upon our 
Flybe services and charter services. 

“The research examined the vi¬ 
ability of the airport’s masterplan 


and concluded that the aspiration 
to become a sustainable South East 
regional airport could only be 
achieved by Manston ensuring it has 
a mix of passenger and freight services 
using the airport.” 

York Aviation, which carried out 
the research, found that the airport 


would need to operate between 11pm 
and 7am if it was to attract low-cost 
airlines to Manston as well as handle 
greater levels of freight from around 
the world. 

This would go some way to giving 
Manston the necessary pulling power 
to accommodate 2.2 million passen¬ 


gers and 167,000 tonnes of freight 
per year by 2018. 

Buchanan said: “We recognise 
that the issue of night flights is a 
high-profile one within the district 
and we are currently developing our 
detailed proposal and hope to be in 
a position to submit it shortly, and 


then for public consultation to begin.” 

York Aviation is in the process of 
finalising the second part of the re¬ 
search, which will assess the impact 
that the imposition of a stringent 
night-movement policy would have 
on the airport’s economic impact and 
commercial operation.

TOY importer Asholay Distribution 
has secured the exclusive UK rights 
for miniature building blocks. 

The Bedford firm, which specialises 
in innovative games and gadgets from 
across the globe, has already began 
placing the Japanese Nanoblocks 
with retailers across the country. 

Fenwick department store and 
firebox.com are among the first to 
take shipments of the tiny Lego-style 
toys. 

The smallest of the Nanoblocks is 
a mere 4mm x 4mm x 5mm, allowing 
users to create detailed 3D miniature 
models.

Ashley Yeates, from Medway, said: 
"We are already seeing a broad range 
of appeal with Nanoblocks, from the 
young at heart to the hobbyist, and 
models can be built and displayed on 
anything from a child's bookshelf to a 
desk in the office.

Solid foundation for 
business hopefuls

A CHARITY offering support 
to young people who want to 
set up their own businesses is 
promoting the ‘fourth option’ 
to school-leavers. 

The Kent Foundation for 
Young Entrepreneurs says 
teachers often push three 
choices on their pupils - go to 
university, get a job, or be un¬ 
employed - when there is actu¬ 
ally an alternative in working 
for themselves. 

“It’s not for everyone but a 
lot of people are not told about 
or encouraged to follow up this 
fourth option,” said director 
Paul Barron. 

“We’re hoping to spread the 
message that just because un¬ 
employment is rising, it doesn’t 
mean you have to go on the 
dole. 

“It’s all about giving young 
people the opportunity. There’s 
already a great entrepreneurial 
spirit in Kent and I think for 
younger people it’s about mak¬ 
ing them aware that setting up 
their own business is a serious 
option for them. 

“And while it might not 
work out for everyone, we need 
to spread the message that it 
doesn’t mean you are a failure 
if you don’t go to university.” 

The Kent Foundation for 
Young Entrepreneurs was 
founded in 1985 with the aim 
of ensuring young people re¬ 
ceive the support they need to 
be successful in starting and 
growing a business. 

Kent County Council offers a 
range of resources to the Maid- 
stone-based charity including 
the secondment of staff, office 
facilities and direct contact 
with many of its corporate 
services. 

Mr Barron said: “We re¬ 
launched in 2008 and since 
then we’ve helped several busi¬ 



nesses that are still working 
out OK. 

“Generally three years is a 
little too soon to say a business 
is doing fantastically well, but 
the fact they’re surviving in 
the current financial climate is 
a success in itself. 

“You’ve got to be enterpris¬ 
ing to get on; that’s very impor¬ 
tant, whether it’s for somebody 
else or for your own business. 

“We’ve been through a re¬ 
cession and the chances of 
getting a good job aren’t what 
they were five years ago, so 
why not give setting up your 
own business a go?” 

Earlier this month a group 
of fundraisers took part in a 
parachute jump to raise more 
than £2,000 for YourSpace 
- a business incubation service 
in Gravesend made available 
through the foundation. 

Among those who took the 
plunge at Headcorn Aero¬ 
drome were Matt Hobbs, Tara 
Humphrey and three members 
of staff from the Maidstone- 
based design and new media 
agency Tangerine. 

Mr Barron said: “We are ex¬ 
tremely grateful to Matt, Tara 
and the Tangerine team for 
their continued support. 

“For many young 
people, getting 
a good start 
on the em¬ 
ployment 
ladder is 
impossi¬ 
ble. The 
‘fourth 
option ’ 
aims to 
help them 
achieve 
their career 
goals in the 
early stages so 
may contribute to Kent’s 
economy rather than relying 
on others or becoming a bur¬ 
den on society.”

Are you a castle veteran? 


Search for anyone who was part of the operation based 
at Dover Castle to evacuate Allied troops from Dunkirk 



W ERE you one of the people 
who manned the telephone 
exchanges, plotted the 
progress of ships and aircraft, 
typed urgent messages or 
carried out other duties in 
the tunnels deep below Dover Castle during the 
dramatic 10-day Dunkirk evacuation in 1940? 

The operation preserved much of the British 
Army and also rescued thousands of Allied 
troops from the German advance in some of the 
darkest days of the Second World War. 

To celebrate the opening of a new visitor 
experience at Dover Castle in the tunnels where 
the desperate operation was masterminded, 
English Heritage has begun a search for 
veterans who played a part at the castle in the 
rescue mission. 

Veterans traced will be invited to the castle 
as guests of honour at the launch event on 
Thursday, June 9, the day before it opens to the 
public. 

Operation Dynamo: Rescue From Dunkirk 
combines original newsreels and recordings, 
two years of painstaking research, testimonies 
from veterans of both the beaches and the 
tunnels, and special effects to deliver a vivid 
account of what Sir Winston Churchill called a 
“miracle of deliverance”. 

Visitors to Operation Dynamo will walk 
through the secret wartime tunnels deep 
beneath the castle and see, hear and feel - as 
never before - the danger and high stakes of the 
evacuation. 

Sights and sounds will fill the tunnels. One 
moment, the visitor will experience the tense 
atmosphere of the operations room at Dover 
Castle, while the next, they will be immersed in 
the action on the Dunkirk beaches as a German 
plane flies overhead, pursued by British anti¬ 
aircraft fire. 

The myths, the reality and the legacy of 
Operation Dynamo will be the focus of a new 
exhibition charting the history of the Dover 
Castle tunnels from Napoleonic times to the 
Cold War. 

Simon Thurley, chief executive of English 
Heritage, said: “Helping people to understand 
the history of this nation through our historic 
buildings lies at the heart of English Heritage. 

“There is no better place in England to learn 
about the Dunkirk evacuation than Dover 
Castle. With Operation Dynamo, you’ll step into 
the tunnels and on to the beaches, boats and 
command centre during one of our darkest yet 
greatest hours.” 

Operation Dynamo: Rescue From Dunkirk 
will also pay tribute to a too-often-forgotten 


hero and the man who successfully marshalled 
the evacuation, Admiral Sir Bertram Home 
Ramsay. 

Historically, much attention has been paid to 
the private boats - the ‘little ships’ - that sailed 
to the rescue of the soldiers trapped on the 
French beaches. 

Yet the pivotal role of the then-vice-admiral 
from deep underneath Dover Castle in saving 
the core of the British Army from capture by the 
Germans is not widely acknowledged. This is in 
part due to the quiet, modest nature of Ramsay, 
but also to his death in an air-crash in 1945. 

A brilliant organiser and delegator, the 
vice-admiral was brought out of retirement 
before the outbreak of war and charged with 
protecting the Straits of Dover, the narrowest 


part of the English Channel. Ramsay’s initial 
impression of his command centre at Dover 
Castle was not positive. In a letter to his wife 
he wrote “We have no stationary, books, 
typists or machines, few chairs, very few tables, 
maddening communications, and nothing but 
long retired officers or volunteers...”. 

Operation Dynamo would test the man and 
his team to their limits. 

The new visitor experience in the Secret 
Wartime Tunnels will highlight the scale of 
both the challenges faced by the vice-admiral 
and his achievements. 

Visitors will be able to see the vice-admiral’s 
cabin as well as tour some of the original rooms 
of the adjacent Army HOs, dressed as they 
were throughout the war, including the gun 


operations room, the telephone exchange and 
the coast artillery operations room. 

Dover Castle, in its role as guardian of the 
nearest landing point to mainland Europe, has 
seen unbroken active service for more than 
nine centuries.

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TALKING POINT 


I T WAS heralded as the start of a revolution 
in green travel, but the electric car phe¬ 
nomenon appears to be moving at a crawl¬ 
ing pace. In Kent the trend has barely made 
it away from the kerb, despite the vehicles 
being cheaper to run and kinder on the en¬ 
vironment. 

Experts’ predictions of an environmental 
breakthrough in 2011 following the launch of 
an incentive scheme encouraging people to go 
green fell flat when figures revealed by trans¬ 
port minister Norman Baker last month showed 
the floodgates of electric vehicle-use were yet to 
open. 

The £43 million - or 8,600 cars - government 
initiative looked to reward electric car buyers 
with a £5,000 grant per vehicle, but in the first 
quarter of 2011 just 534 people in the UK were 
registered with the programme. 

The grant system was devised under Labour 
and survived the Coalition’s cuts, although a re¬ 
view is expected to be carried out in 2012 look¬ 
ing at whether it should be continued. 

The Government’s Plugged in Places scheme - 
another attempt at driving the green revolution 
forward - also looked to encourage the country 
to choose electric over petrol where authorities 
and business bodies were offered match-funding 
to support the installation of a national vehicle 
recharging system. 

London, Milton Keynes and the North East 
are already receiving funding for projects with 
Northern Ireland, Scotland, Greater Manches¬ 
ter, the Midlands, and the East of England next 
in line. 

Few authorities in Kent, however, have bid for 
funding under the scheme. 

According to the EV Network, the UK’s di¬ 
rectory of electric vehicle charging points, only 
Bromley and Tunbridge Wells have public plug¬ 
in stations. 

Despite cross-party support and backing from 
motorists’ groups, the initial cost of the vehicles, 
which are typically over a third more expensive 
than petrol or diesel-run cars, is 
being blamed for putting people off 
swapping petrol for electric. 

Kent spokesman for the Asso¬ 
ciation of British Drivers Ian Tay¬ 
lor said the vehicles were expen¬ 
sive, of limited range, different for 
drivers to handle on the road, and 
slower. 

“This is my own personal opin¬ 
ion - the ABD does not have a 
policy on this - but I believe elec¬ 
tric cars are something that city 
dwellers who don’t have to travel 
as much as the rest of us might 
use,” he said. 

“There are still not that many in operation but 
before people start using electric cars there needs 
to be as many electric charge points as there are 
petrol stations put in place. Even so, it’s not like 
when you just pull into a petrol station, fill up 
and drive off. You have to charge up. 

“Improvements are being made but I think a 
wider use of electric cars may take longer than 
people think. What we may well see is more peo¬ 
ple using hybrid cars, which have more than one 
power source; petrol or diesel, and electricity.” 

He added: “As far as costs and environment 
go, electric cars may be cheaper and more envi- 
ronmentally-friendly to run, but you still have 
to use electricity to charge them up in the first 
place. Electricity isn’t going to get any cheaper. 

“There’s always the possibility that one day in 
the future we may not be using petrol, diesel or 
electric - there are other fuel sources people are 
working on such as hydrogen fuel pellets.” 

Breakdown company the RAC Foundation 
said it was unlikely an eclectic car revolution 
was imminent. 

Director of the organisation Stephen Glaister 
told reporters earlier this year that while Gov¬ 
ernment subsidies made electric travel cheaper,

it still did not make them cheap to buy. 

“Clearly we are still a long way from an afford¬ 
able mass market for these vehicles,” he added. 

Currently there are a number of models of 
electric cars including the Nissan Leaf, billed as 
the first mass market electric car, as well as the 
Mitsubishi i-MiEV, and models - currently only 
available for lease - the Peugeot iOn and Citroen 
CZero. 

In contrast to high petrol prices, costs to run 
electric cars can be as little as £1 for 100 miles. 

To charge up drivers can choose the rapid 
charge options, which take 20-30 minutes with 
50KW of power, or the standard 3KW plug¬ 
in points, which take eight hours, or 7KW, 
four hours. But unless Kent residents have an 
at-home charger or second battery, with few 
charge points in the county they will struggle to 
Till-up’. 

Kent Green Party spokesman Steve Dawe said 
the party welcomed the move towards electric 
cars by motor companies, but stressed the need 
for more charging points. 

“(Electric cars) will reduce traffic noise and cut 
the air pollution which is killing about 24,000 
people in the UK each year,” he said. 

“Existing Government plans to increase charg¬ 


ing points throughout the UK need to be enhanced, 
to increase the transfer to electric vehicles. 

“But electric vehicles are not a panacea. Traf¬ 
fic congestion due to over-use of cars for short 
journeys is a major problem now, and may well 
get worse this decade as Kent’s population con¬ 
tinues to increase as people continue to move 
out of London. 

“We still need our county council to escape 
from its outdated and unrealistic Growth With¬ 
out Gridlock plans for transport within Kent. 

“Without policies to decrease traffic levels year 
on year, traffic congestion will get worse regard¬ 
less of whether we are using more electric vehi¬ 
cles or not.” 

Figures for last year showed there was not a 
single bid for Government funding from Kent’s 
authorities for charge-up stations through the 
Plugged in Places scheme. 

Speaking after the release of the data in March, 
2010, a Kent County Council spokesman admit¬ 
ted that Kent Highways was keeping an eye on 
things before rushing into anything. 

“We have to see if it’s feasible first.” 

Medway Council also said it would look at 
more information before considering whether 
an application for funding was appropriate.

Pilot’s parachute silk 
bookmarks The Few

FIGHTER ace Charles ‘Tich’ 
Palliser was very attached to 
the parachute he flew with 
during the Battle of Brita in . 

And now his daughter Gill is 
using some of the silk to help 
raise money to build an inter¬ 
active museum at the Battle of 
Britain memorial at Capel-le- 
Ferne near Folkestone. 

Tich, now 92, lives with Gill 
near Melbourne, Australia, and 
the remnants of the chute have 
followed him around the world. 

Gill has made the silk strips 
into 38 special bookmarks which 
she is auctioning on eBay. 

Hartlepool-born Tich was a 
sergeant pilot flying Hurricanes 
with 249 Squadron based at 
North Weald, Essex, during 
September, 1940. 

There was a constant fear of 
being trapped in a burning plane 
with no hope of getting out. 

Tich, then 20, had to con¬ 
front that fear just after when 
the battle was supposed to be 
over in December, 1940. 

He said: “I was over Dover 
when we were attacked by ME 
109 fighters. The aircraft was 
shot up at the back. When I tried 
to bale out I couldn’t because a 
bullet had jammed the cockpit 
runner. I couldn’t slide it open.” 

Tich was scared the petrol 
tank would catch fire. 

He used to pray: “ ‘Lord if you 
want to kill me, kill me, but 
don’t let me get on fire’. Every¬ 
one was frightened of fire. I 
went to see friends in hospital, 
they should have been dead.” 

Above Kent Tich was franti-

cally looking for a field to land 
in. Most had obstacles designed 
to stop glider-borne German 
invasion troops landing. 

Luckily he spotted a site. 

He said: “I was approaching at 
85mph. I had my fingers and 
legs crossed. We came to earth 
with a crash and I busted my 
face as we stopped. I had to keep 
the aircraft steady for the last 
10ft, then we ploughed in.” 

There was the ever-present 
fear the Hurricane would blow 
up. 

Tich said: “Luckily for me 
two Army officers saw me aim¬ 
ing to make a landing. They 
could tell where I was going to 
land and raced into the field. 

“They got a crowbar and 
used it to wrench open the 
cockpit hood. I’d hit my head 
and my legs were tangled up 

“Luckily I’d used up all my 
ammunition. Then they took me 
to a roadside cafe for a cuppa.” 

It wasn’t the first time he’d 
landed in a field. Recently post¬ 
ed to 249 he was scrambled to 


intercept a massive raid on 
London on September 15. 

He was on his first mission and 
in his hurry to scramble went 
without a map - there were no 
navigation systems then. 

During the sortie the young 
Geordie ran out of petrol and 
force landed. 

He got a farmer to call the 
nearest RAF station for some 
petrol and took off again. As he 
climbed he ran into a Dornier 
215 bomber which he promptly 
shot down. He saw four of the 
crew talcing to their parachutes. 

A Spitfire had fired shots at it 
so he was awarded a half kill. 

He wasn’t too popular when 
the officers found out he didn’t 
have a map but their attitude 
changed when he told them 
about the Dornier. 

Tich said: “We stopped the 
bloody Germans and we were 
proud to do it. They were try¬ 
ing to take our country away 
from us.” 

He stayed with 249 when it 
went to Malta where the air- 
fighting was equally tough. He 
was awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross for shooting down 
13 Luftwaffe aircraft. 

For a brief period he com¬ 
manded the squadron before 
becoming an instructor in 
South Africa. 

Museum trustees are trying to 
raise £600,000 to build a high 
tech exhibition which will give 
visitors an idea of what flying a 
Spitfire or Hurricane was lik e. 

Tich said: “I’m proud the silk is 
being put to good use because 
the memorial is to everyone who 
fought in the battle and will give 
a flavour of what it was like. ” 
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One of the most

Career change is a real 
barrel of joy for brewer 


T WO years ago, when James Sandy 
faced redundancy, he knew this 
might be his only chance to follow 
his passion for brewing beer. 

He said: “I had been a home 
brewer for many years, but I never 
aspired to owning my own brewery. Then 
I thought ‘Do I just try and carry on doing 
the same job, or do I try something totally 
different?’. I realised that if I do not do it now I 
never will, so that gave me the desire and the 
drive to do something new.” 

James discussed the idea of a micro-brewery 
with some friends who were keen to help him 
out. They chose the name Wantsum after the 
river which borders the Isle of Thanet. 

He said: “I had my redundancy money, 
which we used as a start-up fund. I wanted to 
create something and offer employment. Now I 
employ a driver and a sales person.” 

James’s approach to his beer is a mixture of 
the traditional and the radical. 

“I had become disillusioned with supposed 
real ale that you drink in pubs produced by the 
major brewers. To my palette, it was very bland. 

“I wanted to start brewing real ale, firstly 
as it had been traditionally done in Kent, but 
secondly utilising some of the exciting new hop

broad group of consumers. 

“You have to create a balance of malt and 
hops - if you get either wrong, it will taste 
odd. A lot of micro-breweries in the area will 
say they only use Kent hops. There is nothing 
wrong with that, but if you only ever use those 
hops you will only ever produce a certain type 
of beer. I want to offer a range.” 

The brewing process takes some seven days. 
Then the beers are cashed and cellared for 
about two weeks. The brewery also sells bottled 


beers and five-litre micropins (small barrels that 
consumers can take home with them). 

The first two years have gone well and the 
brewery is looking at increasing production to 
meet demand, possibly from larger premises. 

“Turbulent Priest and 1381 are our two 
biggest sellers,” said James. 

“Turbulent Priest is a uniquely-flavoured 
beer with interesting antipodean hops but a 
really traditional Kent-style beer. 1381 is a 
very light summery beer that uses Kent and 
American hops. It is a very light and floral ale 
that people enjoy drinking for a session.” 

And what of the brewery’s name? 

“It is great to sell anything - Wantsum this 
or that?” said James. “I also jog by the Reculver 
towers where the river runs. I always thought 
they would be fantastic to have on the pump- 
handles at the bar, so we have incorporated 
them into our logo. It also links into quality and 
local history as well.”

Hamstreet Walk

T HIS peaceful circular walk traces the 
ancient cliff line above Romney 
Marsh, passing through the wild and 
fascinating Hamstreet Woods 
National Nature Reserve. 

Following at points two of Kent’s long¬ 
distance walking routes - the Greensand Way 
and the Saxon Shore Way - our route begins 
and ends close to Hamstreet railway station, 
ideal if you want to leave the car at home. 

Leaving the station behind, you will quickly 
be transported into the cool tranquillity of 
Hamstreet Woods. 

Natural England uses traditional woodland- 
management methods such as coppicing to 
encourage wildlife to prosper. The dominant 
trees are pedunculate and sessile oaks, downy 
and silver birches and hornbeam. 

The woodland glades are carpeted with 
bluebells and wood anemones in spring. Wild 
honeysuckle is also well established. 

Many breeding birds can be seen on the 
reserve, most characteristic of woodlands. 

These include treecreeper, spotted flycatcher, 
nightingale, hawfinch and sparrowhawk. 

The woods also support a large number of 
rare invertebrates, most notably species living 
on dead wood. The eagle-eyed among you may 
also notice this is also a great place to seek out 
moths and butterflies. 

The site is also of archaeological interest and 
contains many well-preserved earthworks 
including a medieval ditch and bank system 
and the remains of a staggered medieval dam. 

As the welcoming sight of Hamstreet village 
rolls towards you, why not consider stopping for 
a short while for a well-earned rest? The Duke’s 
Head is an extremely popular village inn and 
there are shops to buy refreshments. 

The parish has an interesting history and is 
affectionately known as the ‘Gateway to the 
Marsh’, being located six miles south of Ashford 
where the ridge hills meet the expanses of 
Romney Marsh. 

Stories of smugglers echo through the 
generations of residents, although the area 
gained much less dark national recognition in 
more recent years. 

Hamstreet was one of the first areas of 
England to be mapped by Ordnance Survey and 
in 1991, in recognition of this, the village 
appeared on a special-edition set of postage 
stamps marking the bi-centenary of Ordnance 
Survey.

the Starship Enterprise. 

One of its latest volumes 
covers the subject of keeping 
pigs. 

Unlike some of its titles, 
there is nothing comic about 
this volume. It is in fact a 
serious book that would give 
any would-be pig-farmer the 
basics they would need to keep 
these interesting animals. 
Whether it is breeding, 
animal welfare, feeding or 
slaughtering, all the topics are 
covered. 

Be warned that some of the 
pictures are rather explicit 
for young children who may 
mistakenly pick up the book 
just looking for endearing 
pictures of piglets 

So if you have ever 
considered keeping a pig and 
making your own bacon, the 
Haynes manual on the topic 
seems a good place to start.

IT didn’t take long for TV 
producers to realise that cars 
could become as iconic as the 
stars of their shows. 

Perhaps inspired by James 
Bond’s Aston Martin, the 
small screen soon followed. 

Whether it was Roger 
Moore in The Saint with his 
Volvo PI800 sports car or 
Jim Rockford in his Pontiac 
Firebird, it seems that every 
TV hero needed a car that 
matched his ego. 

But it’s not just flashy 
sports cars that have become 
synonymous with TV shows. 
There have been other stars 
like the Robin Reliant van 
from Only Fools And Horses, 
or Mr Bean’s lime-green-and- 
black mini. 

In his book TV Cars, 
published by Haynes, Giles 
Chapman picks 50 motors 
that have made a long-lasting 
impact on the British TV 
viewer’s psyche.

No doubt 
there is a nostalgia factor with 
this book for any of us who 
grew up watching The Dukes 
of Hazzard and the General Lee 
roaring around the lanes of 
the American Deep South. 

There are also a number of 
fantasy cars included. You can 
find out the story behind Lady 
Penelope’s Rolls Royce from 
Thunderbirds or the strange 
vehicles that John Pertwee 
drove as Doctor Who. 

This may only be a coffee- 
table book, but it is well 
researched, with just as much 
information about how the 
shows were created as the cars 
themselves. 

A must for TV addicts as 
well as petrol-heads.

The historic town has always 
been popular with Medway buyers, who 
are often drawn from the 
surrounding towns and villages 
by the castle, cathedral and 
cobbled high street. 

Londoners have also flocked 
to the town, attracted for the 
same reasons as their Kent 
counterparts, but with the 
added incentive of Rochester’s 
excellent rail links providing an 
easy commute back up to the 
capital. 

This is one reason property 
prices have remained above the 
county average and the town is 
set to be bolstered further by the 
addition of the high-speed line, 
which takes passengers to King’s Cross in under 
half-an-hour. 

Estate agency Ward & Partners says the 
Rochester property market is booming at both 
ends of the price scale. 


A spokesman said: “We have found a really 
good demand for higher-end, more expensive 
properties in recent months. 

“But the bread-and-butter terrace houses 
are still the mainstay, either for investors when 
needing work, or for couples taking their first 
step on to the property ladder. What is proving 
very popular at the moment 
are the Victorian houses with 
existing and restored original 
features and styles.” 

While many young 
professionals have been priced 
out of the town in recent 
decades, that may change in the 
coming years, thanks largely 
to the 2,000-home Rochester 
Riverside development. 

The land was cleared ahead 
of a planned first phase of 
construction, but this was 
shelved due to the downturn. 
However, it is only a matter 
of time before the economy 
recovers sufficiently for a developer to start 
work on the prime River Medway-front site. 

Further developments - both large and small 
- in the town centre and on the fringes remain 
in the pipeline. 



PROPERTY SPOTLIGHT ON ROCHESTER 


What makes it special 

HISTORIC Rochester is the 
jewel in Medway's crown, 
boasting a beautiful cobbled 
high street, Norman castle 
and neighbouring cathedral. 
The town has strong links 
with Charles Dickens, with 
hugely popular festivals in his 
honour being held throughout 
the year. The summer Sweeps 
Festival is a big draw, with 
dozens of brightly-coloured 
Morris troupes performing 
throughout the bank-holiday 
weekend. Rochester is proud 
of its history but is also 
looking towards the future, 
with a road-improvement 
scheme under way and a 
riverside regeneration project 
waiting for the end of the 
recession before building work 
finally commences. 


Prices 

VICTORIAN houses with 
existing and restored original 
features and styles remain 
incredibly popular. The market 
for terrace homes is similarly 
strong, while there has been 
an increase in demand for 
five-and-above-bed homes. 


Room to improve 

THE high street has lost a lot 
of its charm in recent years 
and is now largely made up 
of charity shops, restaurant 
chains and public houses. 
Traders have complained that 
they are finding it increasingly 
difficult to lure shoppers to 
the town, with many choosing 
instead to drive to the massive 
Bluewater shopping centre. 
The high street's late-night 
pubs and solitary nightclub 
attract hundreds of drinkers 
into the town each weekend, 
at times causing noise and 
nuisance until the early hours. 


Shops 

THERE is a number of fine 
antique boutiques, bookshops, 
specialist bridal stores and 
vibrant cafes scattered along 



the high street. Big-name 
retail brands are nowhere to 
be seen; however, restaurant 
chains such as Pizza Express 
and Subway have been 
granted permission to open 
branches in the high street in 
recent years. Neighbouring 
Strood and Chatham play host 
to a larger and broader 
shopping experience. 


Schools 

ROCHESTER is blessed with a 
number of high-achieving 
schools. St William of Perth 
and The Pilgrim School are 
excellent primary schools, 
while Sir Joseph Williamson’s 
Mathematical School For 
Boys and Rochester Grammar 
School For Girls are both 
superb secondary grammars. 
The King's School, a private- 
sector school situated in the 
heart of Rochester, has long 
been established as one of 
the country's finest schools in 
its sector. 


Connections 

THE town benefits from 
excellent links to both the M2 
and M20 and it is within 30 
minutes' drive of London. 

Rail commuters also enjoy 
superb links to the capital, 
with a fast service stopping at 
only Rainham and Bromley 
South on its way to London 


Victoria. The high-speed rail 
link also stops off at 
Rochester on its way to 
Ashford. It can take 
passengers from Rochester to 
King's Cross in under 30 
minutes. 

Rochester airport offers 
another route out of the town. 
This small airport draws 
thousands of light aircraft to 
the town each year and is 
home to a flying school and 
helicopter firm, offering aerial 
tours of the county and 
private tuition.

MLT is famed for its vast 
range of productions and 
talented amateur cast, which 
always brings a larger-than- 
life feel to the tiny stage. 
Real-ale fans and Morris 
dance aficionados will enjoy 
the annual Sweeps Festival, 
which sees the high street and 
Rochester Castle gardens 
brought to a standstill for a 
whole weekend. 

Daytime is packed with family 
fun, while the pubs play host 
to real-ale festivals that can 
satisfy even the most difficult- 
to-please drinker. 


Around and about 

ROCHESTER is situated in the 
heart of the Medway towns 
and is within walking distance 
of a number of tourist 
attractions. 

Neighbouring Chatham boasts 
a superb range of top visitor 
destinations, including the 
Historic Dockyard, Dickens 
World, Chatham Maritime and 
Fort Amherst. 

Shoppers can head down 
Maidstone Road into the 
county town in just 10 
minutes and, if the weather is 
bad, Bluewater is just 15 
minutes away.

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Mini still a Little marvel

TALK about having your cake and eating it. 
That’s the Mini Cooper diesel. 

Here’s a car that allows you to downsize 
without loss of status - you could even argue 
that your image has been sharpened. 

It will save you money too - through econo¬ 
my and glacial depreciation while you own it. 

And despite those two previous and practical 
reasons for owning one, you can actually enjoy 
driving it without worrying about hammering 
the fuel consumption. 

So what’s the catch? Well, the BMW-backed 
revival of a motoring icon is not cheap. Diesels 
start at £14,480 for the 90bhp Mini One D and 
the rather more desirable 112bhp Cooper D 
tested here costs £16,060, and then there’s the 
racy 143bhp Cooper SD flagship at £18,750. 

And don’t think it all stops there; a Mini 
showroom is a wonderful playground allowing 
you to customise and personalise your Mini to 
your heart’s content and, sometimes, your 
wallet’s regret. 

But hey, if you are downsizing and looking to 
go greener, there cannot be many ways to do 
it that are more fun, and the Mini really oozes 
class and quality. 

Of course, the exterior echoes the Sixties icon 
and there is more of the same inside which, 
thanks to modern crash protection and safety 
and comfort demands, is actually not much 
roomier than the Sir Alex Issigonis original 
design, even though exterior dimensions are 
greater. The minimal boot is another Sixties 
carry-over. 

The main eye-catcher of the interior 
though is the huge centre speedo, almost a 
cartoon homage to the original’s and, for 
safety’s sake, not your primary source of info 
on that front - there is a repeater dead ahead 
of your eyes too.

The upright dash is also very Sixties, though 
the spindly and more horizontal bus-style 
steering wheel has been consigned to the past; 
the modern-day version has a new and highly 
adjustable padded wheel. 

True to the first versions of the original car 
though, there is a push button starter, but 
mounted on the dash this time rather than on 
the floor and making far less fuss when pressed. 

The modern 1.6-litre diesel engine shames 
the original 848cc petrol unit and, indeed, 
many modern-day petrol rivals by firing up 
even from cold with very little fuss or rumble. 

Once under way it delivers its 112bhp with 
great refinement and good power output low 
down the rev range for speedy take-offs. 

This makes it a lively yet economical car for 
town use, while the six-speed gearbox means 
it will cruise the motorway economically and 
smoothly - something the Sixties original really 
didn’t do well, I recall uncomfortably. 


Keen drivers have to make a choice though 
because the petrol Cooper is marginally livelier 
- 0-62mph in 9.1 seconds against 9.7 - and the 
engine’s comparative lightness complements 
the Mini’s superb chassis and handling better. 

Not that the diesel is a poor drive - the suc¬ 
cess of the reborn Mini range overall is as much 
about recapturing the joy of driving the original 
as it is about revisiting the Swinging Sixties. 

And just as you may be swinging away from 
the diesel towards the petrol Mini Cooper, just 
note that the former will average more than 
70mpg and its 99g/km C02 emissions mean 
an escape from road tax altogether. The petrol 
Cooper averages just over 50mpg and costs 
£9 5/year to tax. 

On the road, the diesel still has a snappy 
steering to complement a chassis that rides well 
yet hugs the corners as a Mini should. 

Yes, we live in sensible times but you can still 
have fun with this living icon.
